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XFORD,a« we read in our Chronicles, was even 
in the 5rif/)£ Age, confecraied to theMufes. i 
was called by the Romany ReUoJijum\ /VVJien tfl£ 
Place was firft fortified does not appear* b.uj the, walls, 
of which fome parts are now remaining 'were raided 
upon fome former foundation, about the vme .of thp 
Conqueft, by Robert ffOtlit, who erected the Cittle.at 
the command of the Conqueror in 1 07 1 ; a work of 
preat ftrength, ahd coniideiab.le extent, as appears by 
the mafly ruins now extant. King Henry I. built * 
Royal Palace on a fpot cajled Beaumont \ on the well fide 
of the City, remains of which are Kill vifible. King 
Richard 1, called C&ur de Lion, was born in this Palace, 
The origin of the Univerfity of Oxford ^ been per- 
plexed with extravagant accounts of the number of Stu- 
dents. ArchbUhop VJber indeed fpeaks of 30,000 in 
Xing Henry the Third's time,; and that fereral years af- 
terwards, when the Civil Wars had To ropch weakened 
the kingdom, and difturbed the .peace of this Seat of 
Learni«^ t there were remaining 15, qco. 

A In 
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In the City and its environs were feveral Monafleries, 
the principal of which were St. Ftide/w?de\ and Q/fc»*» 
Abbey. The Bifhopric,, which was heretofore part of 
Lincoln Diocefe, was created by King Henry VIII, in 
1542. 

The fitoation is on an eminence, rifing gradually 
from its extremities to the center.' It is encompafied 
by meaddws and corn-fields. The meadows, which are 
chiefly to- the fouth and weft, are about a mile in ex- 
tent; beyond which are hills of a moderate height, 
bounding the profpecl. 

The eaftern profpett is likewife bounded by hills at 
a little diftance ; the valley growing, considerably nar- 
rower towards the fouth : but the north is open to corn- 
fields aad enclpfam for, many miles together, without 
any Jifrl to intercept the free current of air. It is waftied 
by a number of ftreams : on the eafi, by the different 
branches of the Cbernvellj on the fouth and weft, by 
thofe of the Thames: all which meet, and join a little 
fcelbw the City, forming one beautiful river. The foil 
is dry, being on a fine gravel, which renders it not left 
healthful than pleafant. 

• Before the Colleges were built, the Students were 
inftriided'in the houfes of citizens, or in inns or halls, 
iupported by benefactions from rich perfons, or their 
Gwn patrimony. 

' Many fecular Scholars were educated in St. Pride/* 
**vyde*s Priory, Ofeney* and other Abbies ; which places 
were afterwards little uled for education, as Colleges 
increafed. But even the Colleges at firft were but (mail 
buildings, and were commonly called Halls, as Balliol 
Hall, Univerfity Hall, &c. 

Each College hath a Head or Superior to govern it, 
chofen for the moft part from the Fellows of each So- 
ciety. The Dean and Canons of Chri ft Church are no- 
minated by the King. In all the Colleges, not only 
fuch as are provided for by their Founders and Benefac- 
tors, but ntanv others of all descriptions, as Noblemen, 
Sons of Noblemen, Baiontts, Gendemen-Cemmonert, 

and 
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and the Sobs of Clergymen, Gentlemen, and Tradef- 
men, who live at their own cxpenfe, but many deferr- 
ing young men, whole friends could, not afford to fend 
them to the Univerfity, are fnpported by the afltftance 
of the Society ? and the noblemen and gentlemen, and 
who do not unoften rife to confiderable teutons in the 
Church. 

The Town, including the Suburbs, is a mile k length 
from eaft to weft, and almoft as much in breadth.fyom 
north to loath, being three miles in circumference ; but 
it is of an irregular figure ; and feveral airy fpaces are 
comprehended within thefe limits, befides the many 
courts and gardens belonging to the refpeftive Col- 
leges. .♦ 

The City, properly fo called, formerly furrounded 
by a. wall, with baftions at about i go feet diftance from 
each other, is of an oblong form, and about two mile* 
in circumference.*. MtgduUn CcJ&gt, with the eaftern 
a* well as the northern fnborbs, which contain the pa* 
rifhes of Holywell, Magdahn* and Su Gilts, with BauitU 
¥rinitj t St. Johnt, and Wtdkam Colleges, are without 
the old walls, of which feme part remains as a boundary 
40 New Cdbgty beginning near wham-Ea/l-Gati flood* 
and continuing almoft to the Cltrenden Prfctiag-houfe, 
where there was a Portal and a Chapel; fome remain? 
of which are ftill rifibte. The walls make an entire 
boundary to the eaft and Jbuth fide$ of Merton and C#> 
/*/ Ckrjfti Colleges. The fortifications and out-works 
raifed by the Royalilh in the time of the Civil Wars, arc. 
now almoft entirely demolifhed. 

The principal Street of the City runs from eaft to 
weft, the entire length of the Town, but under diffe- 
rent names r the High-Street* beginning at Magdalei* 
Bridge, includes at lead two thirds of tjbat length ; the.

A 2 Remainder 
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remainder is from Carfax to theend of CaJlieJImt. The 
Higb-ftrettM perhaps without a rival, being of a fpacious 
width and length, adorned with the fronts of three 
Well-built Colleges, St. Mary 1 3 and Ail-Sahttt Churches, 
terminated at the eaft end with a view of.Magdakn Col- 
lege Tdwer, and the beautiful new bridge, which am- 
fifts of fix large arches, and five fmaller ones. Every 
tiirn* of this; ftreet prefents a new objeft, and- a different 
view, each of which would make an agreeable picture in 
peWj>eftiV€5 whereas, had it been ftrait, every object 
would have been feen at one and the fame intent, but 
more foreihortened than at prefent. 

The fecond ftreet it that which runs from faith to 
north, crofting the ftreet already defcribed, from whence 
the centre has obtained the name of Quarts Vais r vt the 
four ways, corruptly called Csrfax. The Conduit wo 
erected in the year 1610, at the expenfe of Mr. 0$b* 
NicbtJfon, Mailer of Arts of Cbrifl-Churtb. The water 
is conveyed from Hinkfey* two miles from the chy. The 
foutfr fidfe of this fecond ftreet k catted frfo./r**/, and the 
other the Copm Markit ; from whence we pafs into Mag* 
dakn Parifh, and St. €i&/s, which form a very fpmoot 
ftreet, and in font* redeem is preferable coekberoF tk+ 
former, it having the pteafure ami advantage of the 
country, though ctaacclfcd witk the tsws. One end of 
this* ftreet Is terminated bf St. Gibt** churchy a*4 adorn- 
ed with the front of St. >#*S College. 
* On the eaft fide of Fifi-ftro* (commonly called St* 
D!tf*> by eorroptkm from St. JUauh) ftamh Cbrifi* 
Church College ; the magnificent front whereof is ex- 
tended to 382 feet in length. On the fame Me is the 
Town Hall where the Town and County Seffioas,and 
the Affixes, are held ; which was rebuilt with proper 
conveniences for the Separate Courts, at the expenfe of 
Twomju RowNiY,Efq. late representative in Parlia- 
ment* and High Steward of the City. 

The chief bridges ate, firft, MagdaUn new bridge,' 
over the CbrmvtH* the terrace of whfch is 526 feet long, 
and tonfifts of eleven ftone arches. The old bridge be- 
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ing much decayed, and the entrance t6 the City both a$ 
the eaft and north being found very inconvenient, an 
Aft was obtained ii.Gm. Ill, to make a commodious 
entrance through St. Clements to Magdalen Bridge, to re* 
build thp Pridge, fp\ take down the. gates, to pave an J 
light the ftreets, and to remove all nuifances, , In pur- 
foance alfc* of the fame ;Aft -of Parliament, on the north 
fide of the Higb-fireet, between Carfax and AH Saint* 
churches, was ere&ed the New General Market,- 347. 
feet long, and 1 1,2 wide, exceeding any thing of the 
kind, as well in fize as ufe, in the kingdom. The town. 
was originally well laid out, but, like mod others, wan 
unhappily embarrafied with many unfightly and incon- 
venient obftru&ions, which are moil of them cleared ; 
and by removing the Eaft and North Gates, the whole; 
City has undergone fuch improvements b.y paving and 
widening as renders it truly elegant and ufeful. The 
iecond, on the fouth fide of the town, is over the Tbama, 
where formerly Hood an arched entrance, over which 
were apartments called Friar Bacon* Study, This is the 
entrance from Abingdon in Berks, and is it (elf in that 
county, and confifts of three Hone arches. The third, 
on the weft fide, is likewife over a branch of the Thames* 
and is called High- Bridge. By two A£ts of Parliament 
of the feventh and eighth of Geo. Ill, a beautiful new 
road has been made at an uncommon expenfe from St. 
Peter's 1* Bailey church through the Caftle-yard to Bothy, 
which there divide to Fi field on the left, and Witney on 
the right. This fingle mile, which before was a very 
inconvenient narrow caufeway, is now completely finifh- 
ed with four new bridges, and is become as ornamental 
as it is an ufeful key to the weft and north- weft parts of 
the kingdom. ^ 

There are in the City of Oxford, its Suburbs, and Li- 
berties, fourteen pariihes, <viz.

St. Mmt/t, Jit Stints* and St. A* 
flrr"s in theeaft. . . ! . 

♦ St. Jtfar/s ftands or the north tide of the Rigb-Jfnctt 
and is the Church nfed by the University on Sunday* 
and Holidays. It it well-proportioned, and haadfotnely 
built in die Gothic, ftile. The Porch is in a more mo* 
dern taftc, built at the cxpenfe of Dr. Jhrgam Owe*, 
Chaplain to Arehbiihop Laud, An. Dom. 1-637. Tilc 
Church confifts of three aites, and a large chancel, which 
h paved with black and white marble. The Vice -Chan- 
eelfor fits at the weft end of the middle aile, on a kind 
of throne elevated feme few Heps $ a little below which 
fit the two Proctors; on either hand, descending, the 
Heads of Hbnies and Doctors ; below thefc, the young 
Noblemen $ and in the Area, on benches, the Matters of 
Arts. At the weft end, with a return to the north and 
fouth ifles, are galleries for Bachelors and Undet. gra- 
duate j and under the middle one are feats for the La- 
dies. The Tower and Spute which rtfes w the perpen- 
dicular height* of 1 80 feet, is a very noble and beaoti- 
ful ftru&ure, and contains a ring of fix large bells. The 
room on the north fide of the Chancel,- lately repaired ' 
in the ftyle of the reft of the Church, is now the Com* 
mon Law School, where the VtMtrian Profeflbr reads his 
Lectures. 

AU SahhfChutch ftands. in the fame ftreet. a little to 
the weftward of St Mary's, and is a very beautiful fa* 
bric : of white^ ftone. It h adorned both within and 
without with pilafters of the Corinthian Order, an Attic 
ftpry and balluftrade elegantly finifhing it without, a 
curious fret-work Ciefing, a neat Altar-piece, and high 
finifhing within. This Church is 72 feet long, 4a 
wide; and $p high, withoat a pillar. The Steeple is 
built after the mariner of fome of the new churches in 
ZvnJojt. The Architect, the Rev* Dr. AldrUb, formerly 
Dean of Cbri/i-Cbunb. 

St. 
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St. Pettf-t in the Baft, near Qttttu's CMp> bath by St. 
GrymMdy was the firft Church of ftone in this part of 
the kingdom* . It was formerly the Univerfity church ; 
and the Uftiveffity fttU go to it every Sunday in the 
1 afternoon during Lett. This parifh has more to boaft 
of, perhaps, than any one in Eunpt befidet; for it con- 
tains five Colleges; wfo, Utrfvtrfity, ^mart*/, N*w Cofkgt, 
MagdaUn, and Htrtftrd Colleges ; three Halls, «**. St. 
Edmund* Magdakn* and j*V4a* Halk* two peak of ten 
bells, and one of fix, and three Organs ; two of which 
belong to College Chapels, where Cathedral ferriee k 
performed twice a day, and the other to the patifh 
church. 

Pub li c BUILDI NGS of th b UH1VE RS ITY. . 

The Public Schools, with oae fide of the Library 
en the weft, form a Kpmrcbf to? feet. The prin* 
cipal front of the Schools on the outfidc is about 
ijc, feet in length, in the middle whereof k a gate, 
with a magnificent tower. Three fides of the npper. 
ftory of the Schools ate one entire room, called the 
Pictvrb GALBtfcY,-nearthe middle ofnrhich is a Sta> 
tue in Brafs of Philip Earl of Pembroke, by the fame 
Artift who caf the eoneftfian ftatue of Charles I, at 
Charing- Crofs: 'it k alio fumsiied with the Portraha of 
many learned and famous men, iererai large Cabinets 
of Medals, *nd fomeCafes of Books, being intended as 
a continuation of the Bcdkum Library. Br. Twma% 
the late BHhop of Sustfafc bequeathed hk valuable 
Colfeftion of Mariafcnp ts to ithc Uaater£ry, together 
with Mam of money to erccY proper Cafe* for them 3 
they ape here depofitedy near the entrance into the Gal* 
leryj and Mr. Willis's, and other Collections of Books 
and Coins. 

Dr. Sdward ButUr, late Pnefident of Mzgdakn Cbli 
Ifcg** gare adc4,to carry onthe vuaidfccitting of the 
Gallery; which the late Duke of Biaupqrt, Id the 
year 1749 'H^^* **acmd it to. be completely fit 
nifhed at his ixpenfe, as a teftiraony of hk afife&ion for 

th* 
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the place where his Grace received his education. This 
being now done, and the Pictures cleaned and repaired, 
they are more advantageouily difpofed thjn heretofore ; 
and their number greatly increafed by the late Benefac- 
tors. 

The University Library, ufually called the JW- 
bum, from Sir Tbumas Bodlty, its principal Founder, is a 
large lofty ftru&ure, in the form of a Roman H,' and is 
faid to contain the grcateft number of Books of any Li- 
brary in Emroff, (except that of the Vatican) a Catalogue 
whereof is printed, in two folio volumes. 

According to CamJg* t ' The ground, on which the 
Divinity School was built, was purchased by the Univcr- 
fity in the year 1427, and with feveral contributions that 
ftru&nre was icon begun, but intermitted, till by the 
piety of Humphrey Duke of Gkceft$r % it was carried on 
and completed.' <It is efteemed a moft elegant piece of 
Gothic architc&ure, being well proportioned, and fi- 
nished in the higheft tafte,< specially its roof. The 
Duke, over the Divinity School, ire&cd this Library, 
which he furnilhed with many choice volumes he pro* 
cured from Italy in the year 1 4I0 ; and in the year 1443 
a much greater number, betides confiderable additions 
at his death, three years after. ! 

In the year 1 597 Sir Tbma$ Btihy repaired the old 
Library of Humpbny Duke of Glottfltr, and in 1599 
fitted it for the reception of Books. An additional 
eaftern gallery was begun by him4n the year 1610, and 
another .gallery on the weft, proje&ed by him, .was 
«re€fced afterwards* He furnilhed the Library with the 
' faeft books he could procure from all parts of the world. 
In memory of which bene&Aion, die Earl of Dorju 
caufed the buft of Sir ffomas to be eredled in the Li- 
brary* 

SirTbomas BUky died Jan, 28. 1612, having proyided 
Salaries for the Officers, and keeping che^Library in re- 
pair. He alio left Statutes for the government of it, 
which were con firmed, in Convocation j . and he was de- 
clared by Ac Univerfity to be the Founder.

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This Library lias been prodigionfly increafcd by many 
large and valuable coi lesions of Greek and Oriental 
Manufcripts as well as choice and oferel Books; the 
principal Benefactors ta which have been the Earl of 
Psmbrtke, Arch bi /hop Land (to whom alone h is in- 
debted for its ineftimable Oriental Manufcripts) Sir-7*i*» 
mas Roe 9 Sir KentJm Dfgfy, General Fairfax* Bi». Mar- 
Jbally Dr. Barlow, Dr. RwwUnfon^ Mr. Soim Aman J, Mr, 
Goahvyn, Sec. which enrichments on title- it topreferva-* 
tion and improvement.

Near the Schools ftands the THEATRE, in form 
pf a Roman D, only longer in proportion from right 
to left; it hath a flat roof, compofed of fhort pieces 
of Timber, continued to a great breadth, without 
Arch«work or Pillar to fupport them*, being fuftained 
only by the fide walls and their own texture, though 
from Side-wall to Side-wall it is 80 feet over one 
way, and 70 the other ; which gave occaiion to fay, 
that the Foundation was on the Roof. 

' When properly filled, the Chancellor or Vice-Chan- 
cellor being feated in the center of the femicircular 
part, the Noblemen and Doctors on his rigln and left 
hand, the Proctors and Curators in their Robes, the 
Matters of Arts, Batcheloxs, and Under* Graduats, in 
their xefpe&irc habits and places, together with Stran- 
gers of both fezes, it makes a moft auguft appearance. 
The outfide is adorned with the Statues of Charles 
II, the firft Dole of Qrmnd* and Archbifhop Sheldon :

" In Imitation of the Theatres of the ancient Greeks and 
Romans y which were too large, to be covered with lead 
or tile, fo this, by the Painting of the flat -roof with- 
in, is reprefented open j and as they ftretched a cord- 
age, from pilafter to pil after, upon which they ftrained 
a covering of cloth, to protect the people from the 
injuries of the weather, fo here is a Cord-moulding 
gilded, that reaches crofs the hoafe, both in length. 
and breadth, which fupporteth a great reddWh Drapery, 
foppofed to have covered the roof, but now furled up 
by the Genii round about the houfe, towards the wall, 
which difcovereth the open air, and maketh way for 
the Defcent of the Arts and Sciences, that are congre- 
gated in a circle of clouds, to whofe aflcmbly Truth 
defcends, as being folicited and implored by them all* 

For joy of this feftival fome other Genii fport about 
the clouds, with their Feftoons of flowers and lau- 
rels, and prepare their Garlands of laurels and rofes, 
viz.* Honour and Pleafure, for the great lovers and flu- 
dents of thofe arts :.And that this aiTembly might be 
pcjfeclly happy, their great- enemies and difturbcrs, 
Envy, Rapine, and Brutality, are by the Genii of their 
oppofite virtues, viz. Prudence, Fortitude, and Eloquence* 
driven from the fociety, and thrown down head-long 
from the clouds : The report of the aiTembly of the 
one, and the expulfibn of the other, being proclaimed, 
through the open and ferene air, by fome other of the 
Genii, who blowing, their antick Trumpets, divide them- 
felves into- the feveral quarters of the world, '

The Publick are indebted to Dr. Ratcliffe** Truftees 
for the building and compleatly furni firing the PUB- 
LIC INFIRMARY at the North Side of the City, 
which is maintained and fupported by voluntary Con- 
tributions, and is diftinguifhed by the Stile of Tha Pre* -* 
fidtnt and Governors of the Radrtijfe Infirmary 9 fir the Re- 
lief of the Sick and Lame Poor, from whatever County 
recommended. An inltitution which in this place nroft 
be productive of very extenfive Benefits, as, while it re- 
lieves the Poor, it lerves for a School for the Student* 
in Phyfic. 

The munificent Truftees of Dr. Rate life'* Will, to 
whom the Public in general, and this Place in par-

ASTRONOMICAL OBSERVATORY, . 
in an extremely advantageous Situation, as it commands 
an exteafivc Horizon, quiteunincommoded by the Town* 
and which is now almoft completed, under the Direction 
of that great Artift Mr Wyatt. The Articles remain- 
ing to be done are The Eight Windi \ after the Manner 
of the Temple at Athens, and an Atlas on the Roof. 
It is built in an open Field adjoiningto the North Side of 
the Infirmary ; the Land a Benefaction of his Grace the 
Duke of Marlborough. The whole. Building is 175 
Feet in Length; its Breadth from North to South in 
the Centre, exelufive of the Portico, is 57 Feet; and 
at each Wing 24 Feet. 

Between the Wings, in the North Front, fprings a 
Semicircle, which includes the Hall with two adjoining

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Libraries on the ground floor ; the Stair cafe and the 
Ee&ure-Room with two adjoining Rooms on the next 

Story* 

The third Story confifts of an O&angular Tower, 
the elevation of which, including the figure to be placed 
on the Roof, will be upwards of 50 feet; Thus die 
elevation of the centre of this Building will be up- 
wards of 100 feet* 

In the Eaftern Wing is contained, in three room*, ft 
compleat fett of Agronomical Inftruments* fixed in the 
plane of the Meridian, made by the late unrivalled Ar- 
tift Mr. John Bird, at the expence of above 1 100 Pounds; 
confining of two Quadrants, each of eight feet radius ; 
a Tranfit Instrument, of eight Feet and a Zcnith-Se&or 
of twelve. * 

In the Weftcrn Wing is placed a fett of {mailer In- 
ftruments for the ufe of fuch Students as chufe to apply 
themfelves to practical Aftronomy. 

The Dwelling-Houfe for the Profcffor is very com- 
modioufly connected with the Eaftern Wing of the Ob- 
fervatory by a Covered Way. 

In the lower part of the Field is a fmall circular 
Building, with a moveable roof, in which is placed 
an Equatorial Sector for the purpofes of obferving the 
Places of the Heavenly Bodies at any distance from 
the Meridian. , ' 

The Duke of Marlborough was alfo pleafed to pre- 
fent to this Obfervatory a Reflecting Telefcopc of 
twelve Feet, which coft above 1000 /. It was made by 
the late Mr. James Short, who conflrufted another of 
the fame Size for the late King of Spain. A Building, 
with a, moveable Roof will ibon be erected for this In- 
strument* 

After t.he Public Buildings, a Defcription of the 
PHYSIC GARDEN properly follows. It is fituated on 
the South of Magdalen College, This was the Dona- 
tion of Htnrj D'Jnvers, Earl of Danby, who purchafed 
the Ground (containing five Acres) of Magdalen Col-

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<pow in the Chapel were removed thither from. the Ante- 
Chapel in 174! ; bat not being a fufficient number to 
glaze the whole, two new ones have fince been added. 

The Altar-Pfece -was painted by Ifaac Fuller, an 
Englifh Hiftory-pamter, about 130 Years ago; who 
having (ludied and admired the mufcular manner of 
Michael Angelo, feeins to have negle&ed the graceful 
Elegance of Raphael : For although: many of the Fi- 
gures may juftly be deemed -excellent Anatomical Draw- 
ings ; yet for want of that eafy and natural Difpofition, 
peculiar to the lafl-mentiooed great Mailer, and better 
Colouring, the whole appears crude, and perhaps had 
not the laft finishing. This Painting, however, gave 
occafion to the writing -of an excellent Latin Poem by 
Mr. -Addifem, « who was of this College. Underneath 
this Piece of the Refurre&ion is an admirable Pi&ure of 
our Saviour *bearrng liis Crofs, fuppofed to be painted 
by Guido. It was taken at Vigo, and brought into En- 
gland* by the late Duke of Ormond : But afterwards 
falling into the hands of William Freeman, Efqj of 
Hamels in Hertfordftiire, he gave it to the College. To 
this v gentleman the College is likewife chiefly obliged 
fbr an excellent Organ, two additional Bells to the Peal 
of Eight, and other confiderable benefactions. 
' The Altar was built, in the prefent manner, about 
thirty years ago. The Deiign is elegant, and the Work- 
manihip well performed : betides the common embel- 
lifhxrients of the Corinthian Order, there are Feftoons

Each Window contains fix Figures nearly as largo 
as the life, reprefenting the Apoftles, primitive Fa- 
thers, 'Saints and Martyrs. Many think this Room ra- 
ther too dark at firifc -entering it, but afterwards arc 
better reconciled : The occasion of that opinion ia, 
undoubtedly, the -contrail between this and the Ante- 
Chapel, which they pafs through to it, and which it 
extremely light. Cathedral Service it performed hero 
every 4*y at 4e» and five, except fundays and holidays.

From hence, on the right, we pgfs into the Cloyftei 
which encompafles the great Quadrangle, and remains 
in it's primitive ftate; the whole making, the raoft 
venerable Appearance of any College- in Oxford, hating 
undergone the feweft. alterations of any mice it wat 
/ounded. On the South Side are the Hall and Chapel ; 
en the Weft the Library ; and on the North and Eaft, 
the Lodgings of the Fellows, Demies, &c. At the 
South -eaft Corner, of the Cloyfter, is the Way up to* 
the Hall ; which is a very fpacious Room, handfomely 
fitted up, and adorned with four whole length^ Por- 
traits, viz. of the Founder, Dr. Butler formerly Prefix 
dent, William Freeman, Efq; and Prince Rupert; two 1 
Half-lengths, viz. Bifhop Warnerya great Benefactor 
to the Library, and Dr. Hammond.

better Profpefi. Three other fides were intended to Be 
added ; but probably fince the effect of that beautiful 
Opening to the Meadow has been teen, f * n * Society 
may think proper, in fome refpefi, to alter their defign. 

One unparalleled beaoty belonging tb this College 
is the Grove, which feefns perfectly adapted tti indulge 
Contemplation; being a pleafaht kind of Solitude, laid 
out in Walks and well plaiued with Trees. It has in it 
about forty Head of Deer. 

Befide the Walks which are in the Grove, there is a 
very delightful and much frequented one rOahd a 
Meadow, containing about thirteen Acres, far rounded 
by the feveral Branches of the Cherwell ; from whence 
St iy called the Water- Walks ; which yields all the va- 
riety that could be wiflied : fome parts of it running 
in ftraight lines with the Trees regulirly cut ; others 
winding, and the Trees growing little otherwife than as 
Nature dire&s. On the weft Side a beautiful opening 
is made into the Grove by removing the embattled Wall 
in that Part. 

This College was founded by William Patten, called 
William of Wainflbet, from, a Village; of that 
name in Lincolnshire", where he was born. He was edu- 
cated at Winchester School, and Was afterwards Fellow 
of New College in Oxford. Having taken the Degree 
of Bachelor in Divinity, he was appointed chief Matter

of England. 16 flic year 1 456 he obtairied teave of King 
Henry VI. to confer* Si. John's Hofphal Into a Col- 
lege. H«f appointed a PVefiderit* forty Fellows* thifty 
Demies, 4 Divinity Le&sfer, School-matter and Uftief, 
font Chaplain*, an Orgariift, eight Clerks, and fix teen 
GhorHttrs. The whole Namber of Students, including 
-Genileroeii Commoners, h about 1 20. 

The lofty Tower was ere&ed by the "College under 
tne direction of Cardinal Wolfcy, who was Fellow, 
and at that time Burfaf of this College. It is about 
1 50 feet high, and by if* folid fubftantial Bafts* ndin- 
•Be*f of Setoffs and gradual diinanititm, is calculated f6r 
ftfengthand duration. The fhoft advantageous View of 
it, is from the Phyfic Garden. The Tower contains a 
very Anneal Peal of Ten Belts.

The whole Area, on which this fine College h bait*, 
is an obidng Square, of 300 feet in length, and 2.20 
in breadth, which being divided by the Hall and Cha- 
jJel forms two fpacious Courts. 

The 1 South End, which is the grand Front, abuts 
npdn the High Street* in the Middle whereof h a mag- 
nificent Gate, and over it the Statue of Queen Caroline, 
under a Cupola fiippdrted by Pillars ; the reft of the 
Front being adorned with Niches 1 but no Chain hers 
on this Side, .except at each End; 

Tfce 
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The firft, or South Court/ is a handfomc Quadran r 
gle, 140 feet long, and 130 broad, having a lofty 
Cloifter, fqp ported by fquare Pillars, on the Weft, 
South, and Eaft. Over the Weft Cloifter are two Sto- 
ries confifting of the Chambers of the Fellows and 
Students, an elegant Gallery, and Common Room, 
and in that Cloyfter is the Apartment of the Provoft. 
Over the Eaft Cloyfter are alfo Chambers for the Fet- 
lows and Students, and fome of thofe of the late Be* 
nefattion of Mr. Michell. The fecond, or North Court, 
has the Library over it on the Weft, and Chambers 
for the Fellows and Students on the North, Eaft and 
South. 

The Chapel is 100 Feet long, and 30 broad. In 
the arched Roof- is a piece of painting by Sir James 
Thornhill. The Windows are admirably painted ;. the 
Subject of that over the Altar, by Mr. Price in 1717, 
is the Nativity of our Saviour. The Side Windows 
were removed thither from the old Chapel : two on 
the North Side are the laft Judgment, and two other 
on the South, the Afceniion. The reft are all of old 
Glafs, remarkable for the Liveliness of the Colours. 

.There is a 'Paflage between the Chapel and the Hall, 
from the South to the North Court, the Walls of which 
carry a handfome Cupola with eight Ionic Columns, 
and all the proper Ornaments of that Order. The 
Outfide of the whole is a Doric Building, and the In* 
fide of the Hall beautified with the fame Order : But 
the In fide of the Chapel is entirely Corinthian, the 
Ceiling of which is not inferior to the reft. 

The Hall is fixty feet long, and 30 broad, with an 
arched Roof of a fuitable Height. It is furnifhed with 
Portraits of the Founder and principal Benefactors ; to 
.which has lately been added a good Picture of her pre- 
sent Majefty Queen Charlotte. It is extremely well il- 
luminated, and has a Chimney Piece of beautiful Mar- 
ble ; and there is an Opening from the Gallery over 
the Weft Cloifter, which feems defigned for Muhx ; 
•and hither Strangers are frequently brought, who deftre 
to fee the Society at'Dinnner, The 
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Thctxbmr^cm^h^yi^ft'SiiJe^cf the North Court, 
about 123 fee*t in kengfcih* is- a noble Building, of thfe 
Corinthian Order, with a fpacions Cloifter m> the EanY, 
and the Stfcttie of the Founder, and* principal B£ne3&tb»

With' Stucco Work by the late Mr. Robert?; It' haa- a 
fp lend id Orrery r and is furriifhed with a* valuable Got 
kdion of Books and Manufcripts in molt Languages 
and Sciences.

• Robert Egglesfield, a native of Cumberland* Corffeflbr 
to Qijeeti Phifippa, and Bachelor of Divinity in thft 
Univerfity, having purchafed feveral Tenements in 
the Pariih of St. Peters in the Eaft, eredfcd there 
ia Collegiate Hall, at the Jnftance (and, probaWy by 
the Encouragement} of Queen Philippa, Gohfort of 
King Edward the III. giving it the Name of dnia Scbo* 
larhtm Regiri* it Ofcon;. and on the 1 8th of January 
i$4<$> obtained the Royal Charter for incorporating the 
Society of this Hall or College 3 by vfrtbd whereof hte 
■Conftituted a PrOvoft and twelve Fellows * ordering, that 
the Provoft mould be chofen out of tire Fellows, and 
be in Holy Orders ; and that for the future the FeUowfe 
ihould be ele&ed out of the . Counties of Cumberland 
and Weftniorldnd. 

The principal Benefactors, befides the Founder, were 
Xing Eward HI. and hfc Queen PhiTippa ; king Charles 
I. who gave this College three Rectories and three Vi- 
carages in Hampfhire j Sir jofeph WiUkmfon, Knight* 
fometime Fellow, who rebuilt part of the College, and 
left 6000/. towards the timming of it, T>efides a molt 
valuable Lrorary 6f Books ; Dr. Bartow, Bi4hoJ» of 
Lincoln 5* Dr. Laneafter, the PnovOft of this College, afid 
Dr. Timfcthy Hal ton, were gfeat Benefactors. And of 
late feveral very con&Merable Exhibitions hare been 
give* by Sir Francis BridgmAn LadyEliafrbein Hating*, 
and additional Fellowship* and Sxhofcrihipa by the late 
Mr, Rfichell Of Richmond.

A Cuftom here is, that they are call'd to, Dianer and 
Supper by the Sound of the Trumpet, and: the Fel- 
lows, as the Founder's Statutes direct, place themfelver 
on the further Side of the Table, the Taberdars on 
Sundays and Holidays difpute on fame of the moft con* 
troverted Queftions ki Divinity ; and* em other Days 
render fame Parts of Ariftotle's Rhetoric, Poetics, or 
Ethics.

In it, at proper Diftances, 
are two Portals with a Tower over each. That on the 
Weft leads, into the old Court, which is a handfome 
.Gothic Quadrangle, of 100 feet fquare. Over the 
.Gate, at our Entrance, on the Outfide, is a Statue of 
Queen Anne, and within another of James II. Over the 
Eaftern Entrance, on the Out/ide, is a Stajue of Queen 

Mary.- 
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Mary, Daughter to James II. On the South of the 
Weiiern Quadrangle are the Chapel and Hall. The 
Statue of St. Cuthbeit is over the door of the Chapel. 
The Altar Window was given by Dr. Radcliffe, as ap- 
pears by its Infcription, A. D. 1687, the other Win* 
dows are of fine old Painted Glafs, well worthy At- 
tention. The Roof of the Chapel is a well- wrought 
Frame of Norway Oak. The Hall, at the Entrance o£ 
which is a Statue of King Alfred, has been lately fitted 
up in a very beautiful Gothic Style, at the Expenfe of 
.many generous Contributors, and is a moft complete 
Room of. the Kind. 

From this Court, through a narrow pa/Tage on the, 
Eaft, we are led into another Area of three Sides, 80 
Feet either Way. It is opened to a Garden on the 
South. The Eaft, and part of the North fide, is taken 
up by the Lodgings of the Matter, which are commo- 
dious' and extenfive. In a Niche over the Gate on (he 
North, is a. Statue of Dr. Radcliffe, 

King Alfred in the. Year S72, ere&ed certain Halls 
in Oxford, near, or on the Spot where this College 
fiands ; and gave the Students in them fmall Penfions 
ifiuing from the Exchequer. But it is certain that thefb 
Halls were foon alienated to the Citizens, and that their 
Penfions were fupprefled about the reign of the Con-' 
queror. But the Founder of this College appears to be, 
William Archdeacon of Durham, who purchafing, A. D, 
1219, one of the Halls which had been originally erect- 
ed by King Alfred, and very probably ftyled Univerfityi ' 
Hall, of the Citizens, endowed it with Lands. A So- 
ciety being thus eftabliihed, many other Benefadors im* 
proved the Revenues and Buildings. Of thefe the mofc 
confiderable are Walter Skirlaw, Bifhop of Durham, wha 
founded three Fellowihips. Henry Piercy Earl of Nor- 
thumberland, Lord of the Honour of Cocke rmouth, ia 
1.442, added three Fellowihips, to be elected from the. 
Counties of Durham, Carlifle and York. Sir Simon. 
Bennet eftabliihed four Fellowihips and four Scholar* 
Aips, . . ■ « 
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As to the Buildings, the prefent- fpacious and am- 
feim Structure: began to be'ere&ed, A. D. 163-4, by 
(he Banefe&ioR of Charles Greenwood formerly Fello*v> 
«nd was foon carried ,on ; by £ir Simon fiennet. Nor 
wore'fuoceediag Patrons wanting to continue fo noble *

viour's firft appearance to Mary Magdafemafter his re- 
furie&ion; which is called, by the Painters, a Noli m 
tangere, in ailufion to the feft words of Chiift** fpegeir 
to tor, " Teach mi «*." The colouring is exqtfifite ; 
especially in the body of cmr Saviour* The*e is feme* 
thing very amiable, mixed with dignity, in the coun- 
tenance and character of this Figure 1 while the mild 
compofur* of it is finely contrafted by that extafy of joy 
and aftoniihment, which appears on the face of Mary. 

The Roof of the Chapel is divided into Compart- 
ments, carved and gilded. The Screen, which divide* 
the Chapel from the Ante-Chapel, was the Defign of 
Sir Chriftopher Wren. 

The New Library is a magnificent Gallery, 300 
feet long;, and 30 broad, and about 40 feet high, d» 
mined at a great expenfe. The Outfide is Gothic, in 
conformity with* the reft of the Quadrangle* The In- 
fide confills of two grand Ranges of Bookcafes, one 
above the other, fupported by Filacers of the Boric 
and Ionic Orders* Over the Bookcafes are placed inter- 
changeably Vafes and B«#oea of many emine#rt Perfons* 
formerly Fellows of this Society, of which the follow-

Over the great Dcor is* a very fine Buft of the Foun- 
der, Archbifhop Chichele, in white Marble, done by 
Mr. Roubiliac. The elegance of the. Room, and the- 
chojeenefs of the Colle&ion r confifting greatly of fcarce: 
and foreign Books, make this efteemed one of the befl? 
Libraries in Oxford. 

The Statue of that generous Benefactor Colonel Cod- 
rington, who was the Founder of the Library, is erec- 
ted in the Middle, on a Pedeftal of veined Marble ; thia 
part of the Building being twice the breadth of the reft. 
The Colonel died in 17 10, and the Statue was erected 
in 1730* 

The Hall is an elegant Room, in which are the Pop- 
traits of Archbifhop Chichele, Founder ; Colonel Cod- 
rington and Sir Nathaniel Lloyd. At the upper end of 
the Room, under the Founder s Picture, is a Piece of 
Sir James Thornhill's, repre fen ting the Finding of the 
Law, and Jofiah renting his Clothes, from 2 Kings 
xzii. 11. Over the Chimney-piece, which is a very 
neat one of Dove-coloured .Marble, is a Buft of the 
Founder ; .on one fide of him Lynaker, and on the 
other John Leland, the famous Antiquary and Author

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of the Itinerary, hoth member* of this Society. This 
Rosm w ornamented with many other Butts, which are 
chiefly Copies from antique Original*. 

The College Battery, which was built* with the Hall, 
is divided by a PfthTage ; it is of an oval Form, with 
an arch'd Stone Roof of very curious Work. 

The Common Room is a Cube of 26 feet, fitnated 
between the two Tower* with a large Venetian Window. 
The WardenV* Lodgings, which front the High- 
Street, and ;!i*e contiguous to the reft of -the College, 
form a haodJbme Houfe, late the o^elling of George 
Clarke, LL. D. formerly Fellow of the College, end 
.one of the Reprefentatives in Parliament for the* Uni- 
versity. 

The Founder of this- College, Dr. Henry ChicheJe, 
was born at Higham Ferrers in Nowhaniptoamire ; and 
having had his School Learning inthat Town, was, in 
the; Year 13 £7, made by William of Wykehara, one 
of his h>ft fet of Fellow* at New College in Oxford, 
where he took ehe degree of Do&or of Civil Law. 
He was Archdeacon of Sattem, and afterwards Chancel- 
lor of the fame Church ; end beeoming known to Henry 
IV. was fent on feveral embaiSea by that Monarch, 
and advanced firft to the Si&opric of St. David's, in 
which having -continued five years, he wae traof&ated 
on July 29, 14/14, to the See of Canterbury, of which 
- he remained Arobbimop twenty-nine years. He laid eke 
Foundation of All Soids College mi 1-437 ; the Charter 
of Incorporation is dated May 20, 16 Henry VI. fti 
which it ie called Collegium Animar*m omnium F Milium 
defwtSiowm A G*on, that is-, The Ciliege of the €ou/s ef 
all Faitkfitl Ptopl* deceafid'tf Oxford. 

By the -Statutes he gave this College, he appointed 
forty Fellows-, whereof -twenty -four were- directed to 
Hudy Divinity and Philofopfcy, and the other fixteen 
the Civil and Canon Law. He procured from King 
Henry VI, a grant of the land* -and revenues of fe- 
veral diflbtoed priories to endow hb College, and in 
his life-time ertfyed -the Chapel and all the reftiof the 

original 
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original Build togs, which coll him 45 4 5/. and at his 
death gave to the Society the fums of 1 34A 6/. &A and 
100 marks. 

The moft considerable Benefactors have been Colonel 
Chriftopher Cod ring ton, Governor of the Leeward 
lilands, and Fellow of All-Souls, already- mentioned y 
George Clarke, LL. D. the late Duke of Wharton ; 
Doddington Greville, Ef<q j Lieutenant General Stewart, 
and Sir Nathaniel Lloyd, who, at the time that he was 
Fellow of this College, was Head of a College in Cam- 
bridge. The Colonel bequeathed 6000 A for building, 
the noble Library already, defcribed, his own valuable 
Study of Books, and 4000/. more to purchafe new-ones; 
and Dr. Clarke gave his beautiful Houfe for the ufe of 
the Wardens fucceilively of the College. He alfo much, 
augmented the Chapiainfhips. 

In this College are a Warden, forty. Fellows, two 
Cbaplains, and fix Clerks and Chori tiers. 

A very peculiar cuftom is the celebrating the Mai* 
lard Night, every year on the 14th of January, in 
Remembrance of an excc-ffive large Mallard or Drake, 
ibppofed to have long ranged in- a Drain or Sewer, 
where it was found at the digging- for the Foundation 
of the College. A very authentic account* of this 
Event hath lately been- retrieved, and publiihed to- 
the learned world, from a Manufcript of Thomas WaU 
fingham the hiftorian and monk of St. A 1 ban's. It is 
the cade of much- mirth, for on the Day, and in re- 
membrance of tb* Mallard, is always fung a merry Old* 
Song fet to indent Mufk.

The mod probable Account of the uncommon Nome 
-of this College feeme to be this* The Bqpw&m pur- 
chased from University College, for the Site of their 
intended Building, two an&ent Seats of Learning, 
flrafe-Nofe and Little. Univerfity Halls; or, as-thelartter 
was mare cemmoaly called Black. Hall. Bock theie are 
fappokd to have received their refpe&ive names front 
fomc Students, who resaeved thither from tw* fuck 
Seminaries in the temporary University of Stanford. 
And Anthony Wood fays the Stamford Seminary was 
called Brazen-Nofe from an Iron King fixed in a Nofe 
of Brafs ferving as a Knocker to the Gate ; which ia 
faid to be remaining there at this Time. 

But another Antiquary, Dr. White Ken net, fays, that 
it wa.s originally a Coppar-Nofe, or a red Carbnncled*. 
Note, which was commonly expo fed as a fign to Dome 
Hofpitia, or Houfes x>f Entertainment; and from thence 
probably the Hotel or Hall at Oxford, as well as the 
other, at Stamford, had it's denomination. 

The Founders, with a View to both, chefe- ancient 
Seats of Learning, ordered their New Seminary to be 
called, fit King's Hall *n4 CoJtge of B»aft»?Nof*. 
Agreeable to it's Antiquity «s University Hall, there 
are ftill over the Door of the Refectory two very an*, 
dent Buih : the one pf the glorious Alfred the nr& 
Founder, the other of John Eregina a Scotfman, who 
6r& read Lectures there in the year 88a. 

The Refectory itfelf is neat said convenient, a<JoKB~ 
ed with the Pictures of the principal Benefactors, and 
very good Paintings on Glafs of the two Founders. It 
ftan4* o& the South Side of the firft Quadrangle. In 
the Center ef whkh w a. Statute of Cain -and; Abel* 

Through a PalTage t>n the Left-hand, of the Gate of 
the iirft Quadrangle we enter the fecond. This is a 
jctore modern Saruftare, and » fuppded to have fallen 
fsosti the Uaads ef that gftfit Architect Sir Chriftopher

The Library has lately been very completely fitted up 
with neat Cafes 4br jbe Book*, and a »«ft eJ*g&a&Cc&- 
iag.

The Ante-Chapel has an elegant Monument to the 
Memory of the late Principal Or. Ship pen, who during 
bis prefiding over, the.

The Foundation of this College is for a Principal, 
twenty Fellows, thirty -two Scholars, and four Exhibi- 
tioners.

NE W College is fituated Eaft of the Schools and 
the Theatre, and is feparated from Queen's Col- 
lege only by a narrow Lane. It is dedicated to- St, 
Mary Winton, and has been called New College from 
it's firft. Foundation, being at that time highly regarded 
for it's extent and grandeur. 

We enter this College by a Portal, hading into the 
irlrft Court, which is- a Quadrangle of about 168 feet 
long, and 129 broad, with a Statue of. Minerva in the 
Middle of it. This Court, as built at the Foundation of 
the College, was low, with: narrow arched tranfom 
Windows, in the Falhion of the Times : But foon after 
the Restoration of King Charles II. another Story was 
added over the old Building, and the Windows altered 
to their prefent Form. The magnificent Gothic Build- 
ing on the North Side is the Chapel and the Hall ; on 
the Eaft the Library; on the South the Fellows Apart- 
ments, and on the Weil the Warden's Lodgings* which.

are large and commodious, furnrfhed with fame valua- 
ble Portraits. 

In the North-weft Corner of the Court is the Eta- 
trance into the Chapel ; by much the grandeft in the 
Univeriity. The Form of it is like that. at Magdalen 
College, but larger. The Ante-Chapei is Supported by 
two beautiful Staff-moulded Pillars. This Part is up* 
wards of 80 feetloog, and 36 broad. 

As the Painted Windows of this Ch>apel make 
one of it's* chief Ornaments, it will not be improper to 
bellow on them « -more particular Defcription. 

Of thofe. there are four diftin& Sorts* 

1. All the Windows a£ the Ante Chapel (the great 
one excepted) are nearly, if not quite, as old as the 
Chapel itfelf, and contain the Pour traits of Patriarchs, 
xVophets, Saints, Martyrs, &c. to the number of 649 
and 50 fanalier above them : Curious for their antiquity, 
but for little elfe, being drawn without perspective, 
without the €ffe& of light and fhade, and ill propor- 
tioned ; yet in thefe are fome remains which feew the 
brittianoy of tbeir colours, and ibme traces of Simplicity 
and beauty; particularly m the Heads of the female 
Figures in die Window on the right hand of the en- 
trance to the Chapel. 

2. Of the fecond fort are the Windows on the North 
Side of the Chapel. Thefe are done in the common 
tnodern Ayle by Mr. Peckitt of York . The three near- 
ell die Organ contain, in the lower range, the chief 
per&ns seoordtd in the Old Teftament from Adam to 
Mofes ; in the supper, twelve of the Prophets. Mr. 
Rebecca gave the defigns for thefe. The two other 
Windows (when completed) will contain our Saviour, 
the . Virgin Mary,, and the twelve A poltles. 

3. The third fort are on the South Side of Ac Cha- 
pel. Thefe were origin aity Flemtfh Windows; ami 
done (as it is reported) from defigns given by fyptt 
Scholars of Rubens, doing brought out of Flanders, 
■rto<ey came iwto the pofTeJfion of Price the fon, whofe 
fltiil in GJafs pain ting is well known. Of him they 

were 
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were purchafed by the Gentlemen of the College, who 
alfo employed him to repair what injuries they had fuf- 
. tained, and to fit thro* for the places where they now 
ft*nd, A. D. 1740: In each Window are eight Figures 
of Saint*, Martyrs and Prelates, with their refpe&ive 
fymbols; and for expreflion, colouring, and effecl, they 
Were efteemed equal, if not fuperior^ to any painting 
executed on Glafs till the appearance of the fourth fort, 
of which we now come to fpeak. 

4. The Weft Window of the Ante Chapel. This 
great Window confifts of fevea compartments in the 
lower range, each near three feet wide and twelve high. 
In thefe ftand feven allegorical Figures, representing the- 
four Cardinal, and three Chriftian Virtues, in the maa- 
»er following : 
. _ Temperance, pouring water out of a larger. ve/Ebl 
into a fmaller one. Her common attribute, the- Bridk, 
lies at her feet. 

.« Fortitude, in armour ; her hand refting on a bro- 
ken column, which though half deftroyed remains up- 
right - r her form rbbuft, her look bold and refolute. A 
Lion,- her attendant, couches below her. 

Faith, ftanding fixedly on both feet, and bearing a 
Crofs, the fymbol of her belief: her eyes and hand 
laifed up to Heaven. 

On the other fide of the middle group (of wh;ch mope 
hereafter) Hope,, looking toward the fame Heaven, and 
fpringing forward to it fa eagerly that her Feet fcaroe 
touch the ground. ' Part of an Anchor,, her attribute, is 
£een in the corner of her compartment. 

Justice,, looking with a fteady and piercing eye 
through the dark ihade which her arm cafts over her 
face : in her left hand the Steelyard ; a kind of balance 
' lefs cumbrous, if not lefs vulgar than the fcales which/ 
are ufualty given hep. Her right hand fupports the 
fword. 

Prudence, beholding (as in a mirror) the actions and 
manners of others, for the purpofe of regulating her 
own by obfervation thereon. Upon her right arm an 

Arrow 
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Arrow joined with a Remora, the refpective emblems 
of iwiftnefs and flownefs ; Prudence being a medium 
between them. ' . 

The middle groupe, mentioned above, reprefents 
Char it y , and defer ves efpecial notice for the expref- 
fion of the Figures therein contained. The fondling of 
the Infant, the importunity of the Boy, and the placid 
affection of the Girl, together with the divided atten- 
tion of the Mother, are all diftinguiihably and judicioufly 
marked with a knowledge of character * for which the 
great Artift who gave this defign is fo juftly celebrated. 
Such are the Figures which fill the lower compart- 
ments ; yet they are but a fubordinate part, and (as it 
were) a bafis to the fuperb work erected over them. In 
a fpace ten feet wide and eighteen high is reprefented 
the Nativity of JESUS CHRIST : a composition of 
thirteen human Figures beiides fome animals, i . The 
blefled Virgin, whofe attention is wholly engaged with 
her Infant. 2 • A groupe of Angels defcended into the 
/table, and kneeling around him. The face of the Jeaft 
of thefe exhibits an idea of youthful beauty that per- 
haps was never furpaffed. 3. A company of Shepherds, 
whofe devotion and rude eagernefs to behold him are 
flrongly exprefled. 4. St. Jofeph, looking on the ipecta- 
tors, and pointing to the Child, as to the promifed feed, 
the expectation and hope of all Nations. 5. In the clouds 
above, an Angel contemplating the myftery of. the 
Crofs; and near him a Scroll, whereon is written the 
original Greek of this text, Myfteries which the Angth 
tbemfeUoes defire to look into. 

In this compofition the Painter has taken for his light 
that which is fuppofed to proceed from the body of the 
Infant : herein imitating a famous picture now prcferved 
in the Gallery at Drefden, and known by the name of 
the Nette of Corregio. f This beautiful idea has often 
been adopted, but never fo judicioufly applied as in this 
inftance ; where the fubftance oh which the Infant is 
delineated being tranfparent, and the light actually

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-paling thfoagh him, his body thereby receives a higher 
glow, and gives to the- wbote an appearance of reality. 

The remaining parts of this grand defig-n (nor yet 
completed) are to cemfift of groups of Shepherds and 
other perfons who are approaching the Stable to pay 
their ckwrnons te the newvtaJrn Saviour. 

For thit weak* which was began about fevm yteaw 
ages fiaUhoi Cartoonr weee fwmlbed by Sir jofftoa 
Reynolds. Tfaefc were copied by Mr. jta-eai*; t# 
wfedfe. fhiHtbe world h indebted for a new ftyhpin 
Glaft*pam&ing, which in bta&ty atnd truth erf veprete* 
tatian exceeds all that have hattheiw been fcen, ae >n*uc»h 
as the common prodaftiom excel: the lirft rude attempts 
of the art. 

The Choir is 100 feet long, 35 broad, and 65 high. 
As we enter the -inner Chapel the moft finking Object 
is the Altar-piece; the Panting whereof was done by 
oar ingenious Countryman Mr. Henry Codk, who 
floutifhed about an hundred Yeavs ago. It reprefeiH* 
the Concave of a Semi -Rotunda in the Ionic Order, 
with a Cupola adorned with curious M*fa«c Wotfc 5 in 
which the Eaft End of the Chapel fdents to terminate. 
The Altar, which is partly builtr of Wood and psmfy 
painted, intercepting in ibmedegfee the Vim, gteafly 
favours the Deception ; particularly two large open Pan~ 
nefa in the tatter P*ft thereof, which have a fine EJ%&. 
. la the upper Pace of the Atonr-piece* wlricfc if pahw- 
edin fu*h a Manner as to. form the finfthing of: tfhe 
Wood work that fupports it, i* a'Frainea^^tanej}, 
wherein is *ep?«fetited the- Sato&eom 1 -erf the Vipgin 
Many ; and above the • Entablature* hangs how'wg a 
benstiibl GkwL with; great Nuwbwa of Ange*s«artd 
CSrcn*bs . in various aamodes, . waiting the return* of 
the Angel Gabriel, The proper ptaee to view it 
from to Adw^ntage is the Bwtwwee into tto* €ht»rv 
the Bexfpeolbe .being contrived; to anfwefrtkat tangfct 
ani diftaaoe. Over: the ComnruHu** flr«k)*r*i a&JGteigi* 
naj, Painting of th* cekbnatnd-Afmihnl Cajreeni* pre* 
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fcnted to this College by the Earl of Radnor. The 
Subjeft of this Piece is the Shepherds coining to Chrift 
immediately after his Nativity, The Virgin, Angels, 
and Shepherds, are represented as jointly celebrating; 
the Nativity in the divine Hymn of ** G^ory t$ God im 
tbi Higbefi, &c." The Competition and Drawing is 
adeikabie. The Force and Spirit of the Shepherds is 
fi n el y coutiaft ed by the Elegance and Giace of the Vir- 
gin and attending Angels. 

On 4he North 6ide «f the Ctapd is preferred the 
CfCTfier of the ftamder, whidi is ufaally fhewn to 
Strangers? a * well-ptelei ved Piece of Antkjtrity, anil 
almoft 4he drfy one trt &e Kingdom. It is near feveo 
Feet high, is of Silver gilt, finely etttbeltffhed With si 
•variety of ridi Gothic Ardilte&ure. Though it is Above 
40b Years *W, it has loft little *f it's original Beauty. 

Were is sen admirable Organ bailt byT)olham, antf 
Unce unproved by Mr. Green. Cathedral Service is 
performed here twice <c*try Day, viz. at Eight, except 
Wfedoe&ays and Fridays, when they are at Eleven, and 
Five. This Chapel is efteemed one of the bell in En- 
gland for Mutic: wfeidt probably is owing to hs being 
fpaeions; and having no Breaks to divide the Sounds* 
• Adjoining to the Chapd w a fpaeions CloHter, on the 
North Side of which is a Tower with a Peal Of Ten 
*ei!s. 

The Hall is at the North-eaft Corner of the Qua* 
drangle. It is handfoinely wainfeotted, and adorned 
with the Portraits of the Founder William Of Wyk&» 
Irani, William of Wainfleet the Founder of Magtfdett 
College, and Archbifhop Chichelethe Founder of All* 
tiouh, both Fellows of this College in Wykehasft 
Life-time. 

The Lima ay (fitnated on the Eaft Side of the 
Quadrangle) conftfts of two elegant Rooms, one over 
the other, 70 feet long and a 2 broad ; both of them 
welffrfniflted with Books, and in theliibrary arefomjs 
vAuttok Mamtfcripti.

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From hence we pafs through the middle Gate into 
the Garden-Court, which* widens by Breaks as we 
approach the Garden. This Court is. feparated from 
the Garden, by an Iron Gate and Palifade , which ex- 
tend 130 feet, in Length, and admit of an agreeable 
Profpect of the Garden through them. In the Garden 
is a beautiful Mount well difyofed, behind which and 
t>n the North Side are fome curious and uncommon 
Shrubs and Trees/ The whole is furrounded by a 
Terras. Great Part ef the. Garden, as well as feme 
Parts of the College, is encompafled by. the City Wall* 
Vhich ferves as a .Fence, and is to be .traced with its 
^Battlements and Baftipns along the tyortb and South 
Boundaries of the College. ,. . - ; ,.♦ *- 
, At the South-eaft Corner of the .Garden we enter 
the Bowling -Gjuen, which is neat aaad comrnodi- 
ous. Oppofitfc to the Entrance is a Pavilion; oo the 
Right Flowering Shrubs, and a Row of Elms to fhade 
the Green, and on the Left a Row of Sycamores, which 
are a great Curiofity, nearly incorporated from one End 
of the Row to the other. 

Having conducted our Reader to, the furthest p$/t of 
the College, we would recommend a View of the BaiU 
.ding from* the Garden, from whence the lower Court 
has a very grand Effect, as from thence the Wings -ap- 
pear properly difplayed, and the whole is feen at a con- 
venient I)ifiance. The Perfpe&ive View annexed was 
taken from the Mount. N 

This College was founded oy WittUmJt^Wyhhami a 
JNative of Wykeham in Han^pfhire, from whence he 
obtained the Name of. Wyktbtm. His extraordinary In- 
tegrity recommended him to the higheit Truft and Fa* 
vours of King Edward the Third. - When yoiiag he 
r w?s -employed by that Xing in molt of the Buildings 
at that Time carried on by the Crown, particulary in 
ithe rebuilding Windfor Cafile in the magnificent Form 
in which it now appears. He was foort advanced to 
fome of the moft confiderable Preferments in the Church, 
and in 1 366 was confecratcd Bifhop of Winchcfler, in 
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the 4 3d. Year of his Age His Advancement in the 
State kept Pace with his Preferment in the Church. 
He was conftituted Chancellor of ifn gland, Sept. 17^ 
1 367. Froiflart fays of Wykeham, that he was fo much 
in Favour with King'Edward the III. that rvtrj thing . 
wot dont by htm, and nothing mms dene wttbout kim. His 
Munificence proceeded always from a conftant generous 
Principle,, a true fpirit of Liberality, ' 

The Foundation^Stone was laid March 5th, 1 379, 
and it was finifhed on April 14, 1 386, when the War- 
den and Fellows took Pofleffion of it. In the Year fol- 
lowing* St, Mary's College near Winchester was begun,. 
and. was. finilhed. and .inhabited in the Year .1393* 
by a Warden* ten Fellows* three Chaplains* three 
Clerks, and fixtee»Choriflers;as alfo two Matters, and 
feventy Boys, oat of .whom ascertain Number were to» 
be annually ele&ed as a Supply t& New College. Both? 
#hich Colleges this pious aad munificent Founder faw 
complected, making ample Provifion for the .Support 
of each, and .giving them fo regular and perreft a Body: 
of Statutes* that many focceeding Founders have com* 
piled from .them. And having furvived many Years*, 
iexhiarged his .Will with coftly Legacies of Jewels*. 
Plate, Money*, and Books, to be.diftributed throughout 
the ieveral.Diocefes* in." which he was preferred, or had 
temporal Poffeffions, at his Decease. He died Sept. 27. 
1404, when he was 80 years of .Age. Wykeham's pious 
Example ;has occafioned many eminent Perfons, chiefly/ 
fuch has had been Fellows of the Society, to be connV 
deiable Benefa&ors to. his munificent Foundation.

. The HaM u a fpacious Gothie Room, at the SoWih- 
eaft Anjgte of the Great Come; and the lihrary ftaadt 
on the Bed of the Haih 

The Chapel is a fpacions Edtfee, at the Kordt^eaft 
Angle of the fame Court, a*d has that venerable Ap* 
pearance f* remarkable in the Chapels at New College 
and Magdale*, having the Ante-Chapel at right Angles 
with die Choir. What is aos admired here is a very 
fcarge Window at the Eaft End, of the Paffion of ooj 
Saviour by Van Ling, wherein are a great Variety of 
Figures admirably done* The Windows, on the Side* 
leem to be of the fame* Workmanfhip ; hot the' geeatsft 
Ceriofity in this Chapel ia the Painted Ciothv if it may 
he fo cail?d, at the lower Part, of the Ahar. It is the 
•uiy Work of it's Kind at pmfent in Oxford* The 
Cloth, which is of an Alh Colour,, is the fidediam ; the 
Lines, and Shades ate done with a brown Crayon, and 
the Lights with a white one : which being afoerwarda 
ptafled with hot Iron*, caufing the damp of the Cloth to 
incorporate with the Colours, has. fo fixed them, as to 
he rendered Proof againit a BruJh when used to cleaaie 
it from Dull : It was performed by Ifaac Fuller, who 
painted the Altar-piece at Magdalen College* and it ia 
^generally allowed to be a mailer! y Drawing. The Eaft 
reprefents the Lord's Supper j the North Abraham and 
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Mekhifcdeck*; and the South' the Children of Ifrael 
gathering Manna. 

This College" was - defigned by Nicholas Wad ham, - 
Efq; and built in Pursuance of his Will, by Dorothy 
hi* Widow, Anno 1613, who appointed a Warden, ic; 
Fellows, 15 Scholars, two Chaplains, and two Clerks;: 
the Warden to be a Native of Great Britain. The FcU- 
lows.^after having completed Eighteen Years from their. 
Regency, to refign their Fellowships. The Scholars,, 
out of whom the Fellows are to be chofen, to be takea 
three out of Somertetfhire, and three out of Effex ; the* 
reft our of any County in Great Britain. 
' The moft considerable Benefa&or fince the Foun- 
der, was John Goo, ridge, M. A. fome time Fellow of. 
this College, who gave all his Eftate at Walthamftowe 
in Eflax to this Society. Dr. Hoddy added ten Exhi- 
bitions, four for Students in Hebrew, and fix for Greek,.' 
10/. a Year to each. Lord Wyndham 2000/. of which. 
1500/. to increafe the Warden's Salary, ,and 500/. to* 
beautify and repair the College. Biijjop Lifle, .the late 
Warden, gave two Exhibitions of 10/. per /fn». each. . 

The preient Members of this Society are the War- 
den, 1 5 Fellows, 2 Chaplains, 1 5 Scholars, two Clerks*, 
and 16 Exhibitioners ; the whole Number of Students',

TH E Avenue to Trinity College is. fenced from* 
Broad Street by an Iron PaUfade, with folding? 
Gates. The Front of the College con fills of the Cha- 
pel and Gateway, with its beautiful. Tower. 

In the firft Court- are the Chapel,. Hall, PrefidentV 
Lodgings and Library. 

The great Elegance of the Chapel refults from an 
Aflemblage of high finiihed Ornaments. The Carv* 
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ings of the Screen and Altar-piece, which are- of Ce- 
dar, are very Mafterly. Tbe exquifite Feftoons at the 
Altar fhetf the Mafterly Head of that eminent Artift 
Mr. Goibbons. In the midft of the Ceiling* whkh it 
covered with * bemtifal Stucco, i$ an Afcenfioe, which 
19 executed in food Tafte, by Peter Berchett, an emi- 
nent French Painter. Qn the North Side of the Ahar, 
under an Akovt, it a Tomb, or which are the Fignrcs 
of the Founder and hit Lady. 

The Hall it rpacknir and well- pro por t ioned, and 
adorned with Portrait* of the Founder and hie Lady ; 
and of three Prefidents of the College, via. Dis. Ket- 
tle, B&tharft, and Sykes. Over the; Chimney Piece are 
the Arms of Queen Mary and King Philip. 

In the library Windows are feverai Compartments 
of fine old Painted Glafs, much injured in former 
Time*. The Bainted Qlafs in the original Chapel of 
this College, which is reported to have been remark- 
ably beautiful, *was entirely deftroyed by that Spirit of 
facrilegena-Zeal fo wantonly exercifed by the Sons of 
Fanaticj&n in the Time of the Uferpation. 

The fecond Court, planned by Sir Chriifapher 
Wren, was one of the firft Pieces of modern Architcc-- 
tare which appeared in the Univerftty. It confifts of 
three Sides, the North and Weft of which are intended 
to be railed and iiniihed in the manner with that on the 
South. 'The Opening to the Gardens, on the Eaft, has 
an agreeable Eficcl. 

The Gardens are ex ten five, and laid out in two Di- 
visions. The fir ft, or larger Divifion, is thrown into 
open Grafs- plots. The North Wall is covered with a 
Yew Hedge. Tbe center Walk is terminated by a wcll- 
~wrought Iron Gate, with the Founder's Anna at the 
Top* fapported by two Piers*. The Southern Division 
is a pleafing Solitude* cooMing of Jhady Walks,, with 
* Wildernefs of flowering Shrubs, and dtJpoftd into 
ferpentine Paths. 
' This Cottage was foanded Match 8, 1554. by Sir 
Thomas fope, Knight, of Ttaeahaager* in Hertford- 
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fliire, Privy^Cotuifellor to Queen Mary, and * Angular 
Friend to Sir Thomas More, for the Maintenance and 
Education of a Prcftdent, twelve Fellows, and twelve 
Scholars. The Founder directs, that the Scholar*, who 
foceeed to the FeUowfbipt, fhall he chofen from hi* 
Manors: But if bo Candidates appear nadcr fuch Qua- 
Vacations on the Day of Kle&on, that they fhall be 
fapp&d from any Cointy in England. He also appoint* 
that no more than two Natives of the fame County 
mall he Fellows of hit College at the fcme Time, Ox- 
fordihiie excepted, from which County five are permitted* 

The principal, and' almoft only Beneft&or, is Dr. 
Ralph Batfenrft, formerly Prciideat; who expended 
1900 A in rebuilding the Chapel; 

This Collage conMsof a President, 12 Fellows* and 
1a Scholars. Thefe, with the other Members, Gentle* 
men Commoners, Commoners, &c. amount to above 60*

BA L L I O L College is fituated to the Weft of Tri- 
nity, and eonfifts chiefly of one Court, which we 
enter by a Gothic Gate. The Buildings about this 
Court are ancient, except the Eaft End, which is ftmfhed 
in the Maener in which the reft of that Quadrangle 
may be built* 

The Chapel ftanda at the North eaft Angle of the 
great Court. The great Eaft Window, which is well 
executed, represents the Paffion, Rtfnrrc&ion, and Af. 
ceefton of Chrift. The Hall is at the Weft End of 
the mine Court. The Mailer's Lodgings haa feme good) 
Rooms in it* particularly a fpacmu* Hall, having a 
well preferred ancient Window to the Eaft. Their Li-

Over the Gate of the College are the Arms of the

And on the Outfide, overagainft the Mailer's Lodg- 
ings, was a Stone- placed in Memory of thole learned' 
and pious Prelates, Archbiihop Cranmer, Biihop Ridley/ 
and Bifhop Latimer, who were burnt at that. Place for

Befides this Cbort, there is an. Area to. the North- 
weft, con fj fling of feveral detached Lodgings for the 
Students; and an elegant new Building, rather resem- 
bling a modern DweJling*houic, with a beautiful Front?

Sir John Balliol, of Bernard C a file in' Yofkfliire, Fa- 
ther of John Balliol, King of Scotland, firfl. deigned 
the Foundation of this College for the Education of 
Scholars, to whom he gave yearly Exhibitions till he 
could provide them an Houfq; but dying before he 
- purchafed one, he recommended the Defign to his Wi- 
dow Devorguilla, Daughter of Alexander III. King of 
Scotland, who firft fettled thefe Exhibitions ; and in 
1263 pnrchaied a Tenement for her Scholars cf Balliol \ 
and conveyed it to the Mafieys and Scholars of this- 
Houfe for ever for their Habitation, having obtained 
a Royal Charter for that Purpofe. She afterwards ad- 
ded feveral new Buildings to it, and fettled, Lands for 
the Maintenance of the Scholars, dedicating her Foun- 
dation to the Honour of the Holy Trinity, the Blefled 
Virgin and St. Katherine the Martyr : which Benefac- 
tions were afterwards ratified by her Son John Balliol, 
King of Scotland, and Oliver Bifhop of Lincoln, in whofe 
Dfocefe Oxford then was. The Value of the Lands and 
Revenues, belonging to this College, did not exceed 
27/, 9/. 4<£ ptr Am* at that Time j but their Eftatea 
. . > v were 
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were (boa after greatly enlarged by the Beneiadioits of 
others, particularly Sir Philip Somerville, a Gentleman 
in Staffordshire, granted to this College the Impropria- 
tion of the Parifh of Mickle-Bcatoa in the County of 
Northumberland. Dr. John .Warner, Bilhop of Ro* 
chtfter, founded four Scotira Exhibitions, endewiag 
them with a Revenue, which has foce been augmented 
by John Snell, Efq.

The) Buildings of this College chiefly confift of two 
large Quadrangles. We enter the firft by a hand* 
seme old Gateway with a Tower over it. It is formed 
by the Hall and Chapel on the North, the Prefidcat'i 
Lodging* on the Eaft, and the Chambers of the Fel- 
lows, Scholars, and other Students, on the South and 
Weil Sides. The Hall is elegant, being well propor- 
tioned, and handfomely wainicotted, with: a beautiful 
arched Roof, a Screen of Portland Stone, ami a grand 
variegated Marble Chimney-piece, containing a Pfc&ase 
of St. John the Baptift, by Titian. It is likewtle adorn- 
ed with many other Pictures j vis. at the opper End, 
by a whole length Portrait of the Founder ; on his 
Right-hand Arch bifhop Laud, and on his Left Arch- 
bifnop Jnxon.

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William Paddy, and other eminent Men who have beer*

The Chapel* which- is adjoining to the Hall, is in 
all refpefts neat and commodious. It is divided from 
the- Ante-Chapel by a new elegant Screen, over which 
has lately been ere&ed a very complete new Organ » 
It has now an Elegance which refuhs from feveral high 
finifhed, yet fimple Ornaments. In particular the Staad 
on which the Bible is placed fs adorned whh Mafterly 
Carving. The Altar is of the Corinthian Order, and 
very properly adapted. Over the Communion Table is 
a fine Piece of Tapeftry, representing our Saviour with 
the two .Difciples at Etnmaus, copied from a* Painting 
of Titian.

4 Braf* Statue i that, on the Eaft of King Charles L 
a#d that on the Weil of his Queen, eaft. by Fanelli of 
Florence. That neither of the Greek orders might be 
Wtating, the 3d, viz. the Corinthian, is very artfully 
intropLuced in . the* Construction of the Niche. Th& 
. . . , ' whole 
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whole' is richly embellifhed, and is the Defign of that 
celebrated Architect Inigo Jones. - 

The Library includes the -upper Story of the South 
and Baft Sides. The South Side is well ftored with 
printed Books in all Faculties, regularly difpofed. The 
Eaft with a moft valuable Collection of Manufcdpts; 
in which the Book -cafes adhering to the Sides, form a 
fpacious Gallery. Here are fome valuable Curiofitiesj 
viz. the Picture of King Charles I. which has the whole 
Book of Pfalms written in the Lines of the Face and 
on the Hairs of the Head : A very beautiful and An- 
gular Picture of St. John, ftain'd in a Compofition, which 
'has the Appearance of Polifhed Marble : Some curious 
Miflals. A Chipefe Dictionary 5 and on the Eaft Window 
in elegant painted Glafs are the Arms of the, Founder, 
the Company of Merchant Taylors, and feveral other 
Benefactors to the College. 

The Gardens belonging to this College are very ex- 
tensive, and laid out with all thofe Graces which arife 
from a fucceffion of Beauties fo difpofed as to Alike us 
gradually and unexpe&edfy. The Celebrated Mr. 
Browne, by removing a' few erabaraflirig, overgrown 
Chefnut Trees, has fo. changed the Afpeft of this Car- 
den, that few can at pre lent vie with it* ... 

This College was founded by Sir Thomas White, Al« 
derman, and Merchant-Taylor- of London ; who after- 
wards, Anno. 1557, endowed it with feveral confiderable 
Manors, and at his Death bequeathed the Sum of 3000/. 
to purchafe Lands to increafe the Revenues of it. He 
originally defigned Merchant-Taylors School in London 
as the . only. Seminary, for this College; but being of. a 
more Public Spirit than to confine himfelf to any one 
Place, he allowed two Fellowihips to the City of Co- 
ventry, two to BriitoJ, two alfo to the Town of Reading* 
and one to Tunbridge. 

The moil confiderable Benefactors fince have been 
Sir William Paddy, who founded and endowed the Choir* 
and built that Side, of the New Quadrangle, of which 
the Library is a Part. Archbiihop Laud, who at the

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Bxpeafc of above 5000/. (exclofiire of 400/. for ttie 
Sutaes of the King and Qeeen) added the other 
three Sides. Arcbbiihop Jason, who gave 7000/. to

THIS College is fituated oppofite Jc&e College, 
the Front whereof is aao Feet long ; in the Cen- 
ter of which is a,rnagnific*m Gate and Tower over k* 
The Composition of each Frpnt {vja. that towards the 
Sjtreet and that towards the Quadrangle) is a RniUc 
Jfefenient which forms the Gateways a Plinth, wheat- 
.e#on *a placed four Pilafters.pf the Ipnjc Order, fup- 
:4ftrtt»g tt J^circutaKe&fnftnt, in ihe Am of which 
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are the Founder's Arms on a Shield adorned with Fe& 
toons, fimfliing with a Baluftrade above all. This, 
with the beautiful arched Roof of the Gateway, n 
juftly efteemecfan elegant Piece of Wbrkmanfhip. The 
Building within chiefly confrfts of a large Quadrangle) 
formed by the Hall, the Cha'pel, the Re&or's Lodg. 
ings, and the Chambers of the Fellows and Scholar*, 
and is regular and uniform. 

The Gardens are neatly difpofed, and though with* 
in the Town, have an airy and pleafant Opening to 
the Eaft * with a Terrace, from whence we have a view 
of fome of the fined Buildings in the Univerfity. 

The Library is well furnifhed with Books in the 
feveral Arts and Sciences ; and a very valuable Col- 
lection of Claffics, given by Edward Richards, Efquire. 
* Walter Staplcdon, Bifltop of Exeter, Lord Trcafurer 
•Of England, and Secretary of State to King Edward II. 
1 316, -obtained a Charter for founding a College where 
Hertford College now (lands ; but wanting room for 
the BuHdrngs he deiigned, he removed his Scholars 
to the prefent Houfe, and gave it the Name of Staple- 
don -Hall, after his own Name. He founded 1 a Society 
confiding of Thirteen, i. e. A Re&or and twelve Fel- 
lows ; one of whom, the Chaplain, to be appointed by 
the Dean and Chapter of Exeter 5 eight to be cle&ed 
out of the Archdeaconries of Exeter, Totnes, and Barn- 
ilaple in Devonfhire, and four from the Archdeaconry 
of Cornwall. 

Among the fubfequent Benefactors was Edmond Staf- 
ford, Bilnop of Exeter, who obtained Leave to alter 
the Name of this Houfe, and fettled two Fellowihips 
for the diocefe of Sarum. Sir William Petre in Queen 
ElkabethYTime obtained a new Charter and Statutes, 
founded eight Feiiowfhips for fuch Counties wherever 
he then had, or his Heirs at any Tinie after (hou)4 
have Eftates; which by this. Time comprehends not 
of the Counties in England. King Charles L added 
one Fellowihip for the Iflands of Jerfey and. Guerofey. 
And by Mrs* Shieri's Benefaction, as completed and 

fettled 
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fettled by Dr. Hugh Shortage, two other Fellowfhips 
were added, confined to the Counties of Hertford and 
Surrey; befides confiderable Augmentations to the Re- 
venues of the Society. The lafl Benefactor was the 
learned Mr* Jofeph San ford, of fialliol College, who> 
gave this Society his very' valuable Library;, for the 
Reception of which they in the Year 1781, erected a 
neat modern Edifice in a Part of their Garden near their 
former Library. 

The prefent Members are a Rector, a 5 Fellows, one 
Scholar, who is Bible Ckrk, two Exhibitioners. The 
whole Number of Members. about eighty.

This College was founded by Queen Elizabeth, by 
Charter bearing Date the 27th of June, 1571, for a*

of Brecknock, and Treafurer of the Church of St* 
David's, grar.tcd her Royal Charter of Foundation, and 
a critaio pei;prou3 Boafe or Ceil caBed Whitehall, 
(which before ther Diffoltftiou of Mon aft eiies longed to. 
the Priory of St. Fridefwide) for the Sice of the Col- 
lege, together with fach Timber asd other Materials as 
fhould be wanting for die building of it, out of her 
Majefty's Fore ft s of Shotoves and Stowc. 

The firft Endowment of this College was by Dr.* 
Hugh Price abovementioned, who, by Deed bearing

and a Cloyfttfr adjoining ; alfo a neat Structure which 
looks Eaftwards, towards Merton College Grove, which 
are the Apartments appropriated to Gentlemen Com- 
moners, wnofe Number the Founder has confined to Six. 

On the Eaft Side of the Quadrangle is the Hall, 
which is 50 Feet long, and 2; broad, and of a pro- 
portionable Height, with beautiful Gothic Rafters. 

The Cylindrical Dial in th« Quadrangle is fct at Right- 
Angles with the Horizon, the Common Sections where-- 
of, with the Hour Circles, except the Meridian Circle- 
that divides it bythe Axis, as alfo the Equinoctial, are- 
all Ellipfes, and is a fine old Piece of Gnomonics. On. 
the Column is a perpetual Kalendar. 

The Chapel, is 70 Feet in Length, and 25 in Breadth,, 
the A 1 tar-Piece and Screen are of Cedar. 

The Library is well furnifhed with Books, parties 
larly a large Collection bf Pamphlets front the .Refor- 
mation to the Revolution; about 300 MSS: an Englifh' 
Bible, fnppofed to be older than WicklinVs; a Parch- 
ment Roll containing the Pedigree of the -Royal Fa-* 
roily, and the feveral Branches of it, from King Alfred 
to Edward VI. with their Arms blazoned, figned by 
the King at Arms tf and feverat other Cariofhies, par* 
ticularly an ancient Manufcript HinWy of the Bible in* 
French, finely decorated -with curious Pairutings givea 
by General Oglethorpe, who was a Member of this Col- 
leg e ,» and alfo a very valuable Collection of the firft 
Editions of the, Claffics. 

*They ihew here alfo the genuine Crofier of the Foun- 
der, a. Piece, of ,cujriojus Workmanlhip, little impaired 
by Time. ' ■ ' ' 

This College was founded in the Year 1 5.16, by Dr. 
Rkbatd Fox, a Native of Rojiefley, near Grantham* ih 
Lincokylhire* who was fucceflively Bilhop of the Sees of 
Exeter,. -Bath and Wells, Durham and Winch efter, and 
wai liJcewife Lord Privy Seal to King Henry VII. and 
». Henry 
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Henry VIII. He firft intended it only as a Seminary 
for the Monks of the Priory or Cathedral Church of 
St. S within at Winchester, and obtained a Charter for 
that End ; but altered his Mind by the Perfuafion of 
Hugh Oldham, Bilhop of Exeter, who engaged to be a 
Bcnefa&or to the Houfe on condition that he would 

-convert it into a College for the Ufe of fecular Stu- 
dents, after the Manner of other Colleges in the Uni- 
Terfity: Whereupon-Bifhop Fox caufed the firft Char- 
ter to fce cancelled, and obtained another, whereby he 
was permitted to found a College for the Study of Di- 
vinity, Phiiofophy, and other liberal Arts. 

The Statutes for the Government of this Society or- 
dain that the Fellows fhould be elected out of the Scho- 
lars, who are to be chofen from the Counties or Diocefes 

.following, viz. two Surry, three Hampfhire, one Dur- 
ham, two Bath and Wells, two Exeter, two County of 
Lincoln, two Gloucefterlhire, one Wiltfhire, or (in De- 
fed* of a Candidate) the Diocefe of Saruro, one County 
of Bedford, two County of Kent, one County of Ox- 
ford, one Lancaihire. 

Among the Benefactors was Hugh Oldham, Chaplain

Chancellor of England. The Jn#rume*K ef Endowment, 
with the Statutes under the Broad Seal, the Founder's, 
the Biihop of the DioqetVa, and chat of his Chapter, 
are at this Time in the College Treafury, and deemed 
to be tbe<firft Charter of the Kind in Rurope. The 
Statutes were finally eftablifhed under the Broad Seal 
and his own, Anno 1274, the fecond of the Reign of 
King Edward the firft. 

Such was the Original of this ancient Society, by 
thefe Charters, above Jive hundred Years fince, incorpo- 
rated* and endowed with aLmoft all the Lands they ajt 
this Time poflefs, and provided with the fame Statutes 
by which, without any Alteration or Addition, they arje 
now governed. ~ 

Thefe, by the Recourfe had to them, were of much 
Ufe to the A iter- Foundations both here and in Cam- 
bridge. And with 46 much Prudence was this College 
^bonded, that King. Ed ward the Firft recommended it 
to Hugh de Balfam, BUhopof Ely, as a Model far his 
intended Munificence in Cambridge, according ftp 
which Peter-Jioufe, the firil College, was afterwards 
erected in that Uniye^fuy. And farther, it is faid of 
the Founder of Merton College, that though in rea- 
lity he was the .Rounder of only &ue, by Example be 
.was .the Founder of all other CQlkgjej.

CHRIST CHURCH. 



THIS Church and College merits the particular 
Obfervation of Strangers. It confifts of four 
Courts or Squares, viz. — i.. The great Quadrangle; 
2. Peckwater Square; 3. Canterbury Court; 4. The 
Chaplain's Court ; and fome other Buildings. 

The (lately Weft Front of the great Quadrangle is a 
magnijicent Gothic Building, 382 Feet in Length, ter- 
minated at each End with two correfponding Turrets. 
The great Gate is in the Middle of this Front, and 
over it a beautiful Tower, enriched with Gothic Or* 
naments, defigned by Sir Chriftopher Wren, erected by 
Dr. FelC and perfectly correfponding to the Tafte of 
the reft of the Buildings. In this. Tower hangs the 
great Bell called < 7pm % on the Sound of which the Scho- 
lar* of the Univerfity are to retire to their refpe&ive 
Colleges. The Greatnefs of the Proportions in the 
Front, and the Magnificence pf the Whole, raife the 
Admiration of every Spectator, and help him to form 
ah Idea of the great Mind of Cardinal Wolsbjt. 
In this Quadrangle are the Statues of Queen Anne, 

4 Cardinal 
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Cardinal Wolfey, wid Bifhop Fell ; that of the Cardi* , 
nal, in the South eaft Corner, is juftl.y admired as an 
excellent Piece of Workmanihip. 

The Great Qualfangle is 264 by 26 1 Feet in the 
Clear. The Hall, which takes op more than half the 
South Side, is confiderably elevated above the reft, and 
the Whole finifhed with a Baluftrade of Stone. The 
South, Eaft, and Part of the Weft Sides, with the mag* 
nificent Kitchen to the South of the Hall,, were eredted 
by the Cardinal. The Eaft and North Sides of this 
Quadrangle are taken up with the Dean's aid four of 
the Canons' Lodgings. 

In the Year 163^ the North Side of die grand Qua- 
drangle was beguni On the Rcfto ration, this Part of 
the Building was refumed, by the Direction and Ericotu 
ragement of Dr. Fell, then Dean of the College ; and 
finifhed Anno 1665* when the fpacious Terrace- Walk 
was made, with the Baton* Fountain, and Statue of 
Mercury in the Centre* 

The- Hair is by far tfiemolf magnificent Room of! 
the Kind in Oxford, and perhaps one of the. largeft in 
the Kingdom. The Roof is framed of Timber, curi~: 
oufly wrought,, and fo contrived as to produce a very- 
grand and noble Effed. There are near 300 Compart- 
ments in die Cornice, which are embellifhed with as 
many Coats o£ Arms carved and blazoned in their pro* 
per Colours* 

At the upper End of the Hall there is an Afcent of 
three Steps which run through the whole Breadth ; near 
which is a beautiful Gothic Window in a Recefs, which 
demands the attention of the Curious. 

This fuperb Room is beautified, and improved, by 
compleating and painting the Vyainfcot and Roof, and 
the Addition of a great Number of Portraits of emi- 
nent Perfons, of former Deans, Biihops, aud other 
gueat Men, who were bred at the College, which are 
difpofed in the following Manner.

The? 
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The Church of this College, which is the Cathedral 
of the Diocefe, is on the Eaft of the Grand Quadran- 
gle, a venerable Structure, originally the Church of St. 
Fridefwide's Monaftery. The Roof of the Choir is a 
beautiful Piece of Stone- work put up by Cardinal Wol- 
fey, who alio rebuilt the Steeple. The Eaft Window 
was painted by Mr. Price, fejiior, of London, after a 
Defign of Sir James Thornhjll, rcprefenting the Epi- 
phany. In the Dormitory, which is an Aifle on the North 
Side of the Choir, is the Tomb of St. Fridefwide, who 
died A. D. 739. At the North Corner of the Weil End: 
is a Window curiouily painted, refprefenting St. Peter 
delivered out of Prifon by the Angel : Befide the prin- 
cipal Figures, there are a confiderable Number of Ro- 
man Soldiers in various fleeping Attitudes,, admirably 
well drawn : And, though a very fmall Portion. of thcr 
Glafs is ftained, the Colours are brilliant, and the 
Whole appears very lively. It was painted by. J. Oli- 
ver, in his Eightieth Year, and given, by him, to the 
College in the Year 1700. In. this, and other Parts of 
the Church are fome Monuments, no ltd remarkable.; 
for their elegant Infcriptions and their beautiful. Struc- 
ture. In the Aifle, South of the Choir, is a good Portrait 
in the firft Window of Robert King, who was the laft. 
' Abbot of Ofeney, and the fxrft fiifliop of Oxford. 

In the Tower are ten celebrated Bells, brought from 
Ofeney Abbey-, as was the great Bell called Torn, above- 
mentioned; 

In this Church Choir Service is performed every Day 
at Ten and Five; except- on Sundays and. Holidays,, 
when^t is at Eight in the Morning. , , 

Three Sides of Peck water Court-are uniform,. defign** 
ed by Dr. Aldrich, then Dean, no lefs famous for his-; 
Skill in Architecture than .for his eminence in moft otherr 
Branches of Knowlege. Each Side contains 15 Win- 
dows in Front. The lower Story is RufHc,, in which-, 
are three Entrances. The fecqnd Story, and the Attic. 
above it are contained in the Height of the* Ionic Order, 
which reft l upon thcRuftic. Over the five Middle Win* 

G. 3 dows, 
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dows in each Side is a beautiful Pediment, which pro- 
jects, fopported by three-quarter Columns of the feme 
Order, as the Fntablature and BalluJtrade of the ofher 
Parts are by Pilafters.— On the fourth Side of this Court 
is a magnificent Library, 141 Feet long, bailt m the 
Corinthian Order, the Pillars of Which are four Feet ia 
Diameter. Underneath was intended a Pia&za opening 
to the Sqaare, with feven Arches, and an A f cent of 
three Steps tunning the whole Length of the Building. 
This Dettgn has been fince altered, for the more con* 
lenient Reteptroh of the great eolle&ion of Books be- 
longing to the College. The Wainfcoting, Book»cafes, 
and Stucco Work, as well on the Stair-cafe, as in the 
Rooms of the Library, are very highly hniihed, parti* 
ttriarly the beaotifu) Feftoons in Stucco, charged with 
fyftibolteal Imagery, feverally reprcfenting the particu- 
lar Brandt of Literature contained beneath » At each 
End are Marble Bufts, one of Dr. Boulter, late Primate 
of Ireland ; the other of Dr. Fremd, late Matter of 
Wefttnmiter School. In the lower Apartments, both 
*o the right and left, are depofited the celebrated Col- 
lection of Futures givefn to the College by General 
Oaife; among Which are fbme from the Collection of 
Xing Charles I. A Portrait by Titian. The Flight into 
Egypt by Ouido Reni. The Family of- the Caraectts 
*e$*efented in a Batcher's Shop, the moil celebrated] 
f^eVreramiice of Annibal Caracci. Two Nativities by 
Titian. Jefus and St. John embracing, by Raphael . A 
Nativity, by Raphael. The Fable of firiahonins de- 
livered to the Nyarpfes to be educated, by Salvator-Rofe*

Canterbury Court, once Canterbury College, is now 
•tnoft elegantly rebaih, from a Plan Aritable to Pock* 
-water, with afnperb Gateway, under the* Dtre&ion of 
Mr. Wyatt, by the munificence of the prefent Primate 
of Ireland, and other Benefa&ort. 

The Chaplains Court is fitnatcd Sonth-eaft of the 
grand Quadrangle, on the North Side whereof is a 
large Building of new Chambers ; the Walls of which 
was the Hall or Rofeaory of St. Fridefwide's Priory. ' 

The Court of the Grammar School is South of the 
great Quadrangle, having the Hall on the North Side 
of it : Under Part of the Hall is the Spacious Common 
Room, in which osjrr the Chimney- pkee is an excellent 
Buift, by Rylbrac, of Dr. Bofby, formerly Mailer of 
WeftaiinAer School, and a considerable Beneia&or to 
«lse College. Round the Room are the Pi&ures of serev 
ral of the Matters of the feme School, and other ems- 
4icM Men belonging to the College. On the South Side 
is the new Anatomical Theatre, eroded and endowed by 
theJate Dr. Lee, Phyfirian m King George the II. at 
the £x pence of ao,ooo/. with a proper Stipend to the 
l-e&nrer, Ac. In it t* a fine OoHcdioh of Anatomical 
Preparations awd Inpftkms* The Wide Grave* Walk, 
dhadedon each Side with Elms, deserves oar Notide* 
-being a Quarter of * Mile in Length and of a proper* 
tionable Breadth. U commands a Sight of Lard Han- 
court's Seat, a pleafant Profpeft of the Meadows, the 
Thames,* and fotnc adjacent Viftbnje* 

This College was founded by Cardinal Wolfey, upon 
the Place where formerly flood the Priory of St. Fnde- 
fwide, which, and feveral other religious Foundations, 
were diifolved, in order to endow the new College in- 
• *i tended 
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tended by the Cardinal. The Dcffgn was far from be- 
ing compleated at the Time of the Cardinal's Difgrace, 
IktletBore being built than the Eaft, South, and Part 
of the Weft Sides of the Great Quadrangle, and the 
Kitchen. And as to the Foundation itfelf, whatever it 
might be at that Time, 'tis certain it was afterwards 
lefiened, and the Form of it altered two or three times 
by the King. The Difgrace of the Cardinal happened 
in the Year 1529, when the King feized upon this Col- 
lege, as well as the other Eftates belonging to the Car- 
dinal. In the Year 1532, at the Inftance of Lord Crom- 
well, the King new-modelled the Foundation, and gave 
it the Name of King Henry the Eighth's College; Tjils 
was fupprefled in 1545, and in the Year following 
the Epifcopal See was removed from Ofeney to this 
College, and the Church of S*. Fridefwide conftituted 
a Cathedral, by the Name of thrill's Church. 
• This Foundation has continued! in the fame Form 
ever fince. It confifts of a Dean, eight Canons, 101 
Students, part of which are elected annually from 
Weftininftcr School, and the other Vacancies as they 
itappen, are filled up' by the Dean and Canons, 8 Chap- 
lains, 8 Singing-Men, and as many Chorifters>a School- 
mafter, an Organift, &c. Since the Time of Queen 
•Elizabeth, this College has largely experienced the 
Bounty of feveral Benefactors, particularly Bifhop Fell,, 
who left ten Exhibitions of \ol.per Ann. to Commoners," 
to be held* for. ten Years from the Time they were nomi- 
nated to them. The j o^ ft Studentflup was added by 
William Thurfton, Efq; 1663, and is now in the Gift 
of the Vernon Family. Several Exhibitions were given, 
by Lady Holfbrd for Scholars educated at the Charter*- 
Houfe, and more by other Benefa&ors.

PEMBROKE College, fo called from the Earl of Pern- 
broke. Chancellor of the Univerfity at the Time it 
was founded, is (ituated near St. Aldate's Church, in a 
direct Line from the Grand Gate of Chrift Church, and 
confifts of two fmall Courts. The Quadrangle is uni- 
form, having- the Hall at the North-weft Angle, in 
which are Pictures of the Founders and fome Benefac- 
tors. The Chapel is a fmall, elegant Building, of the 
Ionic Order, with a beautiful Altar-Piece. In the Gar- 
den, which is Weft of the Chapel, is a p lea fan t Com- 
mon Room, and a Terras walk. The Matter's Lodg- 
ings, which join to the College on the North, is a mo- 
dern Edifice.

Te(dale's Fellows to be chofen out of his Relations, and 
the reft to come from Abingdon Free School, 

As to Mr. Whitwick's Benefaclion, two of the Fel- 
lows and two Scholars to be of his Kindred, and th$ 
reft from Abingdon School. 

King Charles I. granted to this Society the perpetual 
Advowfon of St. Aldate's Church; and certain Lands, 
for the Maintenance of one Fellow, to be chofen from 
Gu em fey or Jerfey. 

Archbifhop Abbot, Juliana Stafford, and Francis Rous, 
were the next Benefactors ; and Dr. George Morley, Bi- 
fhop of Winchefter, founded five Scholarships for the 
Natives of Guernfey and Jerfey. # 

Queen Anne annexed a Prebend of Gloucefter to the 
Mafterfhip. Lady Holfofd gave two Exhibitions of 20/. 
a Year each ; Dr. Hall, Matter of this College, and J$i-

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ftop of Briftol, built the Matter's Lodgings ; Sir John? 
Bennet, Lord Oflulftone, endowed two Fellowfhips and 
Scholarfhips ; Mr. Town fh end gave eight Exhibitions to 
young Scholar* from Gloucefterfhirej and Sir John. 
Phillips, Bart, m 1749, founded one Fellowship and one 
Scholarship. 

The prefent Members are a Mailer, fourteen Fel- 
lows, 30 Scholars and Exhibitioners $ the whole Nunv 
ber of Students ufually about 70.

FIVE Halls or Academical Houfes, not incorpo> 
rated, are'itill remaining. Originally the Students- 
lived chiefly in Halls or Hotels, where Profeflbrs and 
Tutors refided. But when the Colleges were founded* 
and Hi 11 more, when the Reformation took Place, the 
liberal Education, now in Ufe, brought the Students to 
the more convenient Accommodation in Colleges. Thefe 
Societies are not endowed, though they have had confi-. 
derable Benefactions, which are difpenfed to the Stu- 
dents in Exhibitions, which they enjoy for a ilated 
Time. They are under the Goverment of their felpec- 
' tive Principals, whofe Incomes arife from the Room-rent 
of the Chambers. The Students take an Oath to obey 
the Statutes ^nd Cuftome of the Hall, which Statutes 
are made and altered by the- Chancellor, who* has the 
Nomination of the Principals, and is Vifitor of all the 
Halls, except St. Edmund Hall, which is dependant on 
Queen*s College, and the Principal appointed by that 
Society. 

ST. A LB AN HALL. 

. L St. Alb an Hall* which is in St. Joha's Parifh* 
adjoins to Mextoa College oa the Eaft. It had its Name 

from 
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from Robert de St. Alban, a Citizen of Oxford, who 
conveyed the Premifes to the Abbey of Littlemore. Of 
this Hall were Archbifjiop* Marlh ; Dr. Lamplugh, 
Archbifhop of York ; Benedift Barnham* Alderman of 
London, who built the Front of the Hall as it is at pre- 
fent; and William Lenthall, Efq; Speaker of the Long 
Parliament. 

ST. EDMUND HALL. 

II. St. Edmund Hall is oppofite to the Baft>Side 
of Queen's, to which College it is dependant, and has 
about 25 . Students. The Buildings were compleated, 
and other cofiderable Improvements made while the late 
Dr. Shaw, that eminent Traveller, was Principal. Of 
this Hall were Dr. John Mill, who publiihed the Greek 
Teftament, printed at the Theatre ; and Thbmas Hcarne, 
M. A. that /diligent Antiquary. 

NEW-INN-HALL. 

III. New-Inn-Hall Hands at the Weft End of the 
City, near the Church of St. Peter in the Bailey. It 
was formerly called TrillockVInn from JohiuTrillock 
Biihop of Hereford* who bnilt it in the Year 1349". 
Oppofite. this Hall is the Gateway of a College of 
Monks of the Auguftine Order, in which Erafmos re- 
fided two Years. He left an elegant Latin Poem on his 
Manner of Living there.

ST. MARY HALL, 

IV. St. Mary Hall, is fituated North of Oriel 
College, near the High*Srreet. It confifts of one Qua* 
drangle, with a Garden inclofed in the Middle of it. 
It is formed by the Principal's Lodgings on the North* 
the Hall and Chapel on the Sooth, and on the Eaft and 
Wed by the Chambers of the Students. 

This Hall was ere&ed by King Edward. II. Some 
Exhibitions have been given to affifl the Students in the 
Prosecution of their Studies. Several 
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Several eminent Men have leiided here, viz. Cardi- 
aal Allen, Sir Thomas Moore, Erafinus, Mr. Sandys 
the criefaiat ed Bnglift* Poet and Traveller, &c. 

MAGDALEN HALL.

Side of Magdalen College, to which it is an Appen- 
dant.

FROM a (cries of fmaller yet magnificent Apart- 
menu, we are fuddenly (truck at entering this fuperb* 
Room, which is 183 Feet 5 Inches long; in the mid- 
dle it is 31 Feet 9 Inches wide, and at each End 28 
Feet 6 'Inches wide. The Doric Pilafters of Marble, 
with the complete Columns of the fame, which fupport 
a rich Entablature, the Window Frames, the furronnd* 
ing Bafement of Black Marble, and the ihicooed Com- 
partments of the vaulted Ceiling, are in the higheil 
tafte both of Defign and Finifhing. It was originally 
intended as a Gallery for Paintings ; but the late Duke 
adding utility to elegance, furnifhed it with the noble 
collection of Books, made by Lord Sunderland, his 
Grace's Father* Their Number amounts to more than 
24,-000 Volumes, which renders it the principal private 
collection in England.

Here are likewise fome beau- 
tiful and Coftiy Jars, collected at a great expe^fe by 
the late Dutchefs Dowager. 

ThcGARDENS 

Include a great variety of Ground. The Deicent on 
the South- weft Side ; the extent and beauty of (he Wa- 
ter ; the grandeur of the oppofite Batik ; the Cafcade ; 
the new Bridge and lower Piece *6f Water ; form an 
afTemblage of great and beautiful Objects in no other 
Place to be met with. 

Tbe Ground on the South -eaft is a happy contrail to> 
the South-wed Side: the Gardens here (eem to lofe 
themfelves in the Park, amidft a profuiion of venerable 
Oaks and interfered Avenues,- from whence they de- 
rive an air qf moft indeterminate extent, whicli is very 
pleafing. Laftly, the beautiful Plain in the Front of 
the Houfe,' and the piclurefque effect of the Village 
rifing out of the Wood below, call for our Attention. 

Thcfe Gardens have been copfiderably enlarged, and 
thrown into the form they now wear, by the prefent 
Duke, who has likewife farther beautified them bf the 
addition of fome judicious and well placed Ornaments - r 
particularly the Temple of Diana, and an elegant little 
Temple in what is called the Fldwer Garden : To which 
we may add two noble Bronzes, and fome Copies of 
Antique Vafes, in Stone. 

The PARK 

Is eleven Miles in Circumference, and contains many 
delightful Scenes. The Lover of rural Variety will fyc 
entertained here with tvery circumftance of. Beauty 
which he can expect from diverfified- Nature; front 
Hill, and Valley, Water and Woods, About 
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About the Middle of the grand Approach is a mag- 
nificent BRIDGE, chiefly confifting of three Arches* 
the Centre one of which is larger than the Rial to at Ve» 
nice : the Water is formed into a fpacious Lake, which 
covers the whole Extent of a capacious Valley, far- 
rounded by an Artificial Declivity of a prodigious 
Depth, and is indifputably, both with regard to its 
Acompanyments and Extent, the moft capital Piece of 
Water in this Kingdom. 

In this Park originally flood a Royal Palace, where 
King Etheldred called a Parliament. Henry I. incloied 
the Park with a Wall, Part of which is now remaining. 
His fucceflbr Henry II. principally refided at this Seat, 
and erected in the Park a Houfe encompafled with a 
Labyrinth of extraordinary contrivance, for the * Habi- 
tation of his Concubine Fair Rofamond. This romantic 
Retreat, commonly ftyled Fair Rofamond* s Bower, was 
fituated on the Hill, to the North-weft of the Bridge, 
above a remarkable Bath, or Spring, called at prefent 
Rofamond's Well. 

In this Palace Edmund, the fecond Son of Edward I. 
was born, and thence denominated Edmund of Wood- 
Hock ; as was Edward the Black Prince. The Princefs 
Elizabeth, afterwards Queen, was kept a Prifoncr here, 
under the perfections of Queen Mary. ^ 

This Palace retained its original Splendor, and was 
inhabited by our Kings, 'till the Reign of Charles I. 
but began to be Demolifhed in the fucceeding Times of 
Confufion. Its magnificent Ruins were remaining within 
the Memory of Man, near the Bridge, to the North, on 
the fpot where two Sycamores have been fince planted 
as a Memorial. 

The Park and Manor of Woodftock, with other Ap- 
purtenances, were granted with concurrence of Parlia- 
ment, by Queen Anne, in the fourth Year of her Reign, 
to John Duke of Marlborough, and his Heirs, in re- 
compence of the many illuftrious Victories obtained' 
under his command againil the French and Bavarian 
Annies; particularly at Blenheim.

The HALL 

It a well proportioned Room, thirty-two . Feet by 
twenty-feven Feet nine.

From the Bedchamber before mentioned we come to 

The LIBRARY, 

Which k a fuperb Hoop, S3 Feet in length, and 20 
in height. The 
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The Ornaments of this Roam are mafterly: They 
confiit chiefly of the mod elegant and highly fxnilhed 
Stucco, by the late and prefent Mr. Roberts of Ox- 
ford; — the Defigns of which are admirably adapted to 
the purpofes of the Place. 

On the North Side are feven Recefles, one of which 
is the entrance from the Hall, and the other fix are 
.filled with elegant Book-cafes, over which are curious 
Medallions of Cicero, Plato, Thucidides, Homer, Shake- 
fpeare, and Inigo Jones. In this Side are alfo two 
iuperb Chimney pieces, by Carter, compofed of rich 
antique Marble. The Entrances at each End are form- 
ed to correfpond with thff other recefles ; the Semi- 
circular Arches over which, as well as that leading 
from the Hall, are ornamented in Stucco with Fables 
from i£fop, admirably executed ; with a Medallion of 
the fame kind over each Chimney. The South Side, 
which fronts the Garden, confifts of eight magnificent 
Windows, with a pair of folding Glafs Doors, .which 
open to the Terrace, and afford a moft delightful and 
extenfive Profpecl. 

The Ceiling, which is entirely plain, is fuppprted by 
Columns of the Corinthian Order ; and is encompaiTed 
by an exceeding rich Ionic Entablature. This Room 
is likewife enriched by pendant Ornaments,, in alto re- 
liivoy of Still-life, Military, Mu ileal, and Mathema- 
tical Inftruments; with a judicious mixture of Fruit 
and Flowers.

It id the work of Vanderborght, and 
represents the Four Qtt&rters of the World > well ex* 
preiTed by Aflemblages of the Native*, in their vtf fare 
Habits and Employments, except Europe, which is in 
Mafquerade Over the. four Doors are the Seafons and 
Elements painted in a \cry peculiar Style. Thefe figures, 
in Claro Okfcuro appear as if flatting from the Can- 
vas. From the vaft exp/effion, yet exceeding light tint 
of thefe Pieces, the Spectator is at firft fight ready to 
pronounce them Bas Reliefs in white Marble. 

The Chimney* piece is extremely fuperb, compofcd 
of rich Egyptian Marble, executed by Carter. The 
Cornice is fopported by highly carved and polifhed Fi- 
gures of Ceres and Flora, about five Feet high : The 
Drapery of thefe Figures, one in the ancient, the other 
in the modern Style*, as weH as their Attitudes, are pe- 
culiarly linking and expreffive. In the centre of the 
Freese is a railed Tablet of the Choice of Hercnlesv 
Over it is a Painting of the Deftruclion of Pharaoh 
aod his Hoft in the Red Sea*— ^Suitable to the other 
Ornaments of this Apartment, the Cieling con fills of 
representations of the Four Quarters of the World, 
with the Elements, and Seafons, in Stucco, ipterfperfed 
with Fables and other Decorations; and furrounded by 
a full enriched Corinthian Entablature.— -On the oppe- 
Jke fide to the Chimney-piece are two fuperb Glaftes* 
upwards of four 1 Feet in breath, and nine Feet high.— 
Under thefe dalles are two rich Tablej of Egyptian? 
Marble, upon gilt and carved Frames; and on the 
other Piers are two Girandoles of exquifite workman- 
Aip, by AnfeH.

A VERY commodious Apartment, of 27 Feet, by

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25. The Walls, with' the Cove and Ceiling, are de- 
cerated with varied compartments of highly finifhed 
Ornaments, in Stucco. Oyer the Chimney* is a Por- 
trait of the Jate Duke of tfhrewfbury. 

The Environs, or Gardens, are well laid out. A 
variety pf beautiful Scenes ftrike the Spectator in a 
moft agreeable Succeffion. With very little appear- 
ance of Art, Nature has received much Affiftance from 
Tafte. To the South Weft, lofty Trees afford* a moft 
refrefhing Shade, interfperfed with Openings edged 
with Flowers. Eaftward, a fmall- Stream is improved 
into a winding River, broke by Cafcades, whofe Banks 
are adorned with a curious Fancy- building called 

The Moss House, 

THIS Edifice is covered with Reeds, and^ con-' 
ftrufted of ruftic Oak ; the In fide is lmed with Mofs 
of various Colours, and the Floor paved in Mofaic- 
Work, ivith -Horfe's Teeth polifhed. Upon entering 
this Building we have a ft n king View of two Cat- 
cades, which afford an agreeable Surprize. 

This Piece of Water is croffed by a Stone Bridge, 
under which is an Engine that fuppiies the Houfe with 
Water; and above it, at the diftance of about four 
hundred Paces, is the moft natural, if not the moft 
ftriking of the Cafcades found here. It is built with 
Petrefa&ions, and other curious Stones; and on the Top 
is a Terrace, planted with Flowering Shrubs. 

From this Bridge* in another direction, through a 
Grove, we afcend to a Beautiful Serpentine Walk, alfo 
planted with Flowering Shrubs on each Side, which 
terminates in an oclagon Bowling-Green, where we com* 
xnand feveral ex ten five, different, and moft delightful 
Profpefts.

AT the General Survey this Manor belonged to 
Richard de Curcy : afterwards to the Family of 
Riparys, or Red vers. Mary, youngeft Daughter of 
William de Red vers, Earl of Devon, ,(who as well as 
his Uncle William was furnamed de Vernon,) married 
Robert de Courtenay, Baron of Okehampton,' in 121 4. 
—It is probable, that by this marriage the Manor of 
Nuneham was carried into the Family of Courtenay, 
and thence aflumed the Name of Nnneham-Courtenay* 

After them fucceeded (the Pollards) Sir John Pol- 
lard of Devon. From them it came to— Audley of 
the Court of Wards, called the Rich Audley. 

From him to Robert Wright, Bifhop of Litchfield, 
whofe Son, Calvert Wright, fold it to John Robinfon, 
of London, Merchant (temp. Ol. Cromwell) Knighted 
in 1660, by King Charles II. . and made Lieutenant 
of the Tower. 

. From, the Robinfon s it defcended to David Earl of 
Wemys (who married Mary, Daughter and coheir 
of Sir John Robinfon, Baronet,) from whom it was 
purchafed in the Year 1710, by Simon, firft Lord Har- 
court, Lord High Chancellor of England/ 

The Houfe was built by the late Earl, but has finee 
been much altered and enlarged (by the addition of 
a Court of Offices, &c.) according to the Plans of Mr. 
Brown : it Hands in a Park of fix Miles and an half in 
circumference! well wooded, and containing near 

twelve 
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twelve hundred Acres, in which " are Scenes * worthy 
of the bold pencil, of Rubens, or to be fubje&s for the 
tranquil, funfhines of Claude le Lorrain." The Gar- 
dens contain thirty -eight Acres, and (except the T^rrafe 
and Flower Garden) were laid out by Mr. Brown. 

From the Center Window of the Break fa ft Room, 
round the South Side of the Garden, and back again, 
is half a Mile and sixteen Poles. 

From the fame Place along the Terrace, round the 
Hill, at the Krauqatjen of it, and hack agaic, is a 
Mile and a Furlong.
